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FILIPINO CHARMED SHIRTS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

While in the Philippines I had the extreme good 
fortune to become the possessor of a Filipino charmed 
shirt. This garment is used to prevent the American 
bullets from harming the wearer. Filipinos, like the 
American Indians, are a superstitious, half-civilized race 
of people, and, like the Indians, believe firmly in the 
use of charms. Where the Indians have their medicine 
shirts the Filipinos have their Anting-anting shirts. 
Among the pinos are a number of educated men 
who control the masses about them and sway the rabble 
according to their own pleasure or needs. These mef 
are cunning rogues and do nothing that will not turo 
profitably to themselves. 

The * nourgont Army,” as it is called, is made up of a 
gang of cutthroats and robbers who are the tools of 
these educated men. They go about in bands to kill, 
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across the road and immediately fire was opened upon 
us from them, Our point was immedia re-enforced 
and rushed forward to the attack.

done something to destroy the charm, so how co’ the 
shirt be expected to save them? 

The accompanying illustration shows the Anting- 
anting shirt. It is made of common cotton cloth, cov- 
ered with mysterious signs and quotations from the 
oo books used in their churches. The shirt is made 

y members of the “Can Basti,” a society of Free- 
masonry, which has great power among the natives. 
Some of the writing is in Latin and the remainder in 
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loot and commit all the crimes in the code at their own 
pleasure. Discipline is a minus quantity among them, 
and for this reason they are able to make no stand 
whatever before a much inferior force of Americans. 
They simply fire a few shots, unless they are particu- 
larly well fortified. and then run away. Having tried 
all the schemes possible to defeat us they have- finally 
adopted tricks. Ambushes are common and a great 
many times result seriously and fatally to themseives. 
Pitfalls are numerous, but in every case up to date they 
have failed to succeed. They are all cleverly made, but 
somethang usually happens to prevent our ‘falling into 
them. 

During the taking of Taal our troops had a close 
escape from falling into one of these traps. We 
were marching along the road leading to the town when 
we were suddenly fired upon from a position in the road. 
Our point had come in sight of some trenches stretched 


Among the other devices for destroying the Ameri- 
cans in the islands was the famous child battalion. 
The insurgents were reported to have begun the organi- 
zation of a battalion of children with which to whip the 
American forces. It was believed by them that the 
American bullets could not harm a child but that the 
bullets fired by the children would invariably prove 
fatal to the Americans. However, the battalion never 
materialized and we were saved an overwhelming de- 
feat at their small hands. 

But the most famous device for protecting themselves 
against the American bullets was the Anting-anting 
shirt. This shirt is supposed to be absolutely bullet 
proof, and whosoever wears it can never be harmed 
by bullets. It is the only qbsolutely sure charm. the 
natives use and it can be relied upon with perfect con- 
fidence. The shirt is worn beneath the other clothing, 
and every bullet is turned away from the lucky person 


Tagalog. The figures are of Biblical and Masonic ori 
as can readily seen. There is the Holy Trinity. 
represented by three heads in one, directly over a trian- 
gle, pictures of the moon; the All-seeing-eye, 
and mystic circles cover the surface. The garment is 
sold at a high — so there are but few natives- who 
can afford one. It is said that Aguinaldo always wears 
one, but no one knows the reason, for he never gets 
near enough to a fight to be in the slightest danger 
from bullets.

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The “‘Army and Navy Gazette” believes that the two- 
things most essential to the Boers in their struggle with 
Great Britain are horses to secure their mobility, and 
rifle ammunition to sustain their fighting power. The 
first of these are furnished in almost unlimited number 
by their country, and despite the great waste that the 
war entails, the supply is yet far from exhausted. It 
is reported that the Boers obtain no inconsiderable part 
of their small arm’ammunition from the deserted camps 
of the English, picking up all.the ammunition they can 
find that has been dropped from the bandoliers of the 
mounted infantry, which have no covering-flaps to pre- 
vent the cartridges from being shaken out. A corres- 
pondent of the London “Mail,” who had been a prisoner 
with Kritzinger’s commando in the Middelburg district, 
reports that “the invaders mostly carry Lee-Metfords; 
there were only three Mausers among the commando. 
Their first quest is ammunition. The leaders boast that 
they confidently rely on collecting two or three thousand 
rounds wherever the British bave slept, and also declare 
that they follow the track of the troops by the cartridges 
bestrewing the veldt when the British trot, owing to the 
latter’s bandoliers being too loosely made.” Over 9,000 
stand of arms have been captured by the Boers. It is 
believed that they still have a large amount of rifles and 
ammunition cached somewhere.

Cooper in his “Last 
of the Mohicans” refers to the unearthly shriek of a 
horse and the correspondent, going over his experience 
in the Civil War, tries in vain to recall instances of 
equine screams in battle. The only audible expression 
he ever heard was a whimper or a groan. He finds that 
artillery horses were far more fractious during the firing 
of blank cartridges at drill, and that during actual fight- 
ing they seeméd to be cognizant of danger and, after the 
first shock, obedient to their masters and grateful for 
care. This accords with the experience of others who 
have seen horses under fire in battle.

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ORGANIZATIONS OF VETERANS. 


The “U. S. Volunteer” calls attention to the fact that 
the members of the G. A. R. are dying off at the rate 
of 1,000 a month and that this organization is now 
destined to only a brief existence. ‘Ten years ago the 
membership was 400,489; now the total is only 276,662, 
Various plans for the perpetuation of the organization 
have been suggested, but all have been abandoned. 
Nearly all of the smaller posts throughout the country 
assemble in dwelling houses, and the business of the 
organization is generally conducted by the post com- 
manders, who reside at the post headquarters, the other 
members sometimes living 25 or 30 miles away, and 
seldom, if ever, attending meetings. 

The Military Order of the Loyal Legion, like the Grand 
Army of the Republic, has passed its zenith, though 
unlike the G. A. R. it provides for inheritance, so that 
it is destined to continue, as have the societies of the 
Cincinnati and the Aztecs. The last quarterly return 
for the Military Order, that for three months ending with 
January, shows a loss of 47 in the members of the first 
class who saw service during the Civil War, 15 in the 
first class by succession and a gain of 44 in the first 
class by inheritance. This is a loss of 18, from which 
is to be deducted a gain of 4 in the second class mem- 
bership, making a net loss of 14 in membership of the 
Order. The New Yorkers, who have made a net loss 6f 
only one, and the Massachusetts men, who have gained 
two, appear to have the toughest fibre. The Pennsyl- 
vania Commandery has made a net loss of 36 and the 
District of Columbia has lost 37. Illinois has gained 
two, Iowa one, Nebraska three, Washington three and 
Vermont one. Maine, Oregon, Colorado and Indiana 
have just held their own in numbers. The total mem- 
bership of the order on the Ist of February was 8,004. 
Of these 6,752 are the tough old veterans of the original 
first class, who live.to swap yarns about the great war 
in which they bore an honorable part. Long may they 
wave and may age not wither nor custom stale their 
infinite variety.

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STARTING THE HEART BY SQUEEZING. 


Those sanguine students of surgery who look forward 
to the day when the throbbing human heart will be 
cleaned and polished up the way the stomach and other 
organs now are will find strong fortification of their pre 
diction in the results of an experiment by Dr. Maag, 4 
Danish physician of renown, which is discussed in an edi- 
torial in the New York “Medical Journal” of Feb. 2. 
The method of resuscitation in which rhythmical 
squeezing of the heart is an important factor has been 
known as Prus’s method, but Prus had experimented 
only on beasts. Dr. Maag had occasion to try the heroic 
measure on a human being. After chloroforming the 
patient, a young man, and performing an operation, the 
man became asphyxiated and tracheotomy was resorted 
to, but.in vain. The ribs were separated by quick use 
of the knife and the surgeon, inserting his hand, grasped 
the heart which was without action. “After a few 
rhythmical squeezings of the heart began to beat, very 
feebly at first, then stronger and stronger,” says the 
“Medical Journal.” 

In an hour or so the breathing was deep and regular 
and the heart beat vigorously at the rate of about 70 to 
the minute, compression being required only now and 
then. All danger seemed to be over but the patient did 
not regain consciousness. An hour later, ut 12 noon, the 
breathing suddenly grew more feeble and in the. course 
of a few minutes ceased entirely. Insufflation of ait 
was resorted to, but without result, and the ordinary ex 
pedients, such as artificial respiration, ete., were em 
ployed. Until 8 in the evening the heart kept on beating 
powerfully, when it suddenly stopped and the patient 
died. But for accidental features connected with the 
original operation it is claimed the patient would have 
been completely resuscitated. The man had suffered 
from sciatica and had been chloroformed to permit of 
nerve stretching. 
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The very interesting letter in another column from

number of lives that Aguinaldo has given evidence of 
possessing; although, on the other hand, it might b 
supposed that a belief in the invulnerability conferrel 
by a garment might lead one to expose himself mort 
recklessly in battle than if he thought only good luc 
would protect him.

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PROMOTION FOR NAVAL OFFICERS. 

The many recent promotions in numbers of officers of 

e Navy for service in China and the Philippines have 
en the cause of no little discussion in the Navy De- 
partment and among officers generally. Whether these 
advancements will be considered as “promotions” or 
whether they will be taken as being “vacancies” filled, 
is a question of considerable importance at present. The 
matter has been referred to the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral for his opinion. 

The naval list has been entirely disarranged by the 
iainy advancements made during the last hours of Con- 
gl The correct placing of the officers, with their 
relative rank, has occasioned much trouble in the Bureau 
of Navigation and, in fact, it will be necessary to print 
un entirely new list. Officers at the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion say that Rear Admiral Higginson wij] now become 
an extra number, but as he previously occupied a num- 
ber on the list of rear admirals his promotion will 
naturally cause a vacancy at the head of the captains, 
by which Capt. G. W. Shepherd, who was followed by 
Captain Evans, will be advanced to be rear admiral. 

This is probably the first application of the 
law which promotes an officer advanced by numbers 
contemporaneously with the officer next before him. The 
beneficial effects of this provision are many, and it will 
tend to lessen the pernicious effects of the system «of 
promotion by numbers. 

The question in dispute was whether the promotion 
of Admiral Higginson two years ago creates a vacancy 
under the new law by determining his status to be that 
an additional admiral. In case he is and Captain 
Edwin M. Shepard is promoted, does this promotion 
carry with it that of Frank Wildes, who has been ad- 
vanced by numbers for his services in the battle of 
Manila? The Judge Advocate General has rendered an 
opinion which in effect construes the law so that Captain 
Wildes cannot be advanced with Capt. Shepard. With 
this opinion the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation dis- 
agreed, and the matter was submitted to the Secretary, 
who on Friday rendered a decision determining the in- 
terpretation of the following provision in the Naval 
Appropriation bill: “That the advancement in rank of 
otlicers of the Navy and Marine Corps, whensoever made 

: service rendered during the war with Spain, pur- 
suant, respectively, to the provisions of Sections 1506 
and 1605 of the Revised Statutes, shall not interfere with 
ie regular promotion of officers otherwise entitled to 
promotion, but officers so advanced by reason of war 
service shall, after they are promoted to higher grades, 
be carried thereafter as additional to the numbers of 
each grade to which they may at any time be pro- 
ioted, and each such officer shal] hereafter be pro- 
ioted in due course, contemporaneouslvy with and to 
take rank next after the officer immediately above him, 
and all advancements made by reason of war service 
shall be appropriately so designated upon the official 
Navy list.” Secretary Long has decided as follows: 
“The following clause: ‘And each such officer shall 
hereafter be promoted in due course contemporaneously 
with and to take rank next after the officer immediately 
above him,’ is to be read as follows: ‘And each such 
oflicer (that is, an officer so advanced, and after his 
‘omotion to a higher grade where he is an additional 
number) shall from that time move upward together 
with, but ranking next after, the officer immediately 
above him.’ Therefore, Wildes, who takes Shepard's 
place as number one captain, does not yet go up, be- 
cause he is not yet ‘such an officer.’ That is, although 
‘so advanced,” he has not yet been promoted to the

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grade, and therefore not having yet become ‘such an 
officer’ the clause in question does not apply to him.” 

This decision has been rendered by the Secretary 
of the Navy without reference to the Attorney General. 

Another question is: What is the status of the of- 
ficers who were prométed in the several grades as an 
outcome of the advancement of Admiral , Higginson? 
It is said that the Secretary will decide personally some 
of the minor questions without reference to the Attor- 
ney General. Another interesting question is whether 
where two or more officers borne as additional numbers 
come together immediately after an officer having a 
regular number, shall all of these additional numbers 
go to the next higher grade “‘contemporaneously with” 
the officer regularly numbered? A case in point is that 
of Captain Sterling and the officer immediately behind 
him. Captain Wise stands number nine on the regular 
numerical list, and immediately following him in the 
order given are Captains Cook, Coghlan and Clark, all 
of whom have been advanced and given additional 
numbers under the law. It is yet to be determined 
whether these three additionals will, when Captain 
Wise is promoted, be carried to the grade of rear admi- 
ral with him. If only Captain Cook is carried forward 
with Captain Wise what is to become of Captains 
Coghlan and Clark? How would they ever attain 
higher grade if there is no regular number just above 
them in their grade? 

There is still another question in connection with the 
provision of the naval bill making these additional 
numbers. Do officers who hold additional numbers not 
forfeit their right to voluntary retirement under the 
personnel act? The intent of this voluntary retirement 
clause was to create vacancies in the several grades 
and thus prevent stagnation in promotion. But if an 
officer bearing an additional number is retired no va- 
eancy is created and the intent of Congress could not 
be carried into effect. 
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RECRUITING FOR THE ARMY. 


We are -indebted to Captain John R. Finley, 9th 
Infantry, Recruiting Officer, for an official statement 
of the work of the Recruiting Service during the year 
1900. From this it appears that the average number 
of recruiting stations in cities was 92, maximum 104; at 
military posts 114, maximum 118; in the field with 
troops, 30, maximum 35. The aggregate enlistment in 
cities was 17,442, a monthly average of 1,453; at military 
posts, 2,305, monthly average of 2,305, and in the field, 
1,112, monthly average of 92.7. As was to be expected 
from the re-enlistment of trained soldiers there were 
only 22 rejections in the field. At military posts the 
rejections were 1,940, or 45 per cent. of the-total appli- 
cations. In the cities the total rejections were 71,364, 
or 81.5 per cent. This shows a total of 94,185 applica- 
tions with 73,326 rejections, or 78 per cent., the net 
result being 20,859 recruits—19,625 white, 1.221 colored 
and 24 Indian scouts. 

The months of maximum enlistment were July and 
August, when we were enlisting for China and the 
Philippines. This should bring peace,to the perturbed 
souls of those unhappy prophets of evil who have feared 
lest the horrors of service across the Pacific would make 
enlistments impossible. ‘The minimum months were 
March and April, when the recruiting was for the 
home service and the West Indies. The enlistments in 
July were 2,700; August, 2,499; April, 1,274; March, 
1,379. Naturally these were also the months of maxi- 
mum and minimum rejections, these being determined 
by the number of applications. There were 11,735 appli- 
cations in July and 11,760 in August. The total appli- 
cations in March were 6,458. 

A statement for January of this year shows that the 
number of recruiting stations in the cities had increased 
to 148, with a total of 2,117 enlistments and 7,057 re- 
jections. At the military posts there were 231 enlist- 
ments and 142 rejections; in the field, 8c enlistments and 
2 rejections. The total enlistments for Junuary were 
2,430, or 803 more than in December. There were 
1,712 white enlistments for the foot Services, Artillery 
and Infantry, and 121 colored; and 708 enlistments for 
the mounted Service, 53 of them colored. Ten Indian 
scouts were enlisted. 

The returns for the recruiting under the new Army 
bill for the first week ending Feb. 8 showed 368 enlist- 
ments. For the week ending Feb. 15 426 men were 
enlisted; the third week showed 599 enlistments, and 
the next week 655. In the week ending March 8 736 
men were enlisted. 





We publish elsewhere the proclamation of the Presi- 
dent announcing the death of his predecessor in office, 
Benjamin Harrison. Since his death we have heard a 
judge of one of the highest courts of New York, who 
had been associated with General Harrison in trial 
eases, speak of him as without exception the ablest 
lawyer he ever met; unusually clear in his comprehension 
of legal principles, masterly in his marshalling of facts, 
and forcible in argument. He was also a soldier who 
did efficient service during the Civil War, and a states- 
man whose record is part of our country’s history. He 
was the great-grandson of one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence and the grandson of the 
ninth President of the United States, General William 
The family are descended from the 
Puritan Colonel Harrison, of Cromwell’s time. 

The “Journal of the Military Service Institution” for 
March, 1901, publishes the three prize essays for 1900 
on “The Organization of a General Staff Best Adapted 
to the U. S. Army” in the order of merit as decided, 
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the authors being Major H. T. Allen, 43d Int., 
Y. (captain, 6th Cavalry); Major, L. ©. Scherer, 
Inf., U. 8S. V. (first lieutenant, 4th Cavalry), and 
R. C. Langdon, 34 Inf, The three authors 
Manila, and their respective essays will amply 
perusal. Major Allen, whose essay is first in order 
merit, concludes by saying: “It does not become 
solvent practical nation to delay the creation of a 
essary adjunct of a modern Army—a modern staff 
ganization—unless it be prepared to acquiesce in 
humiliating experiences with which we have recen 
been made familiar.” 
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The Naval Observatory at Washington is once again 
in a state of fermentation; again friction exists between 
the superintendent of the institution and the line of- 
ficers of the Navy stationed there on one side and the 
staff of mathematical professors on the other. In some 
respects this friction is a continuation of the old hard 
feeling between the line and the staff of the Navy, and, 
indeed, the professors may be said to be the only real 
staff left in the Navy as it now exists. Charges have 
recently been brought by Captain Davis, U. 8. N., the 
superintendent, against Professor Brown, director of the 
Nautical Almanac. According to these charges Profes- 
sor Brown has been concerned in the movement which 
has been repeatedly made to institute new and 
radical changes in the operation of the institution, and 
has been engaged in making statements and assertions 
to members of Congress characterized as incorrect. 
Whether or not these assertions are warranted has not 
yet been established, but there seems to be consider- 
able hard feeling among the various members of the 
institution. 
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Captain Crozier, under date of March 12, has of- 
ficially declined his appointment to be head of the 
Department of Philosophy at the Military Academy. In 
his letter to the Department Captain Crozier expresses 
bis gratification for the appointment and praises highly 
the work of the Military Academy and speaks of his 
love for the institution. His reason for declining the 
appointment is his desire to remain in his present 
department, where he says it is his belief that he will 
be of more benefit to the Service than as head of a 
department at West Point. The Department of Phi- 
losophy, he says, is well equipped and stands in an 
excellent position to carry on the work as laid down 
by Professor Michie. Captain Crozier says that he 
considers his declination of the position at West Point 
as the greatest moral effort of his life. The War De 
partment has not yet decided who will be appointed 
to fill the chair of philosophy at the Military Academy. 
Several names are mentioned, among which is that of 
Major James L. Lusk. The appointment will proba- 
bly be made within a few days. 








The Utica “Press” says: “The Army and Navy 
Journal, which usually is right and should be always in 
such matters, errs in including the State of New York 
with the States for which warships are named. The 
cruiser New York was named for the city of that name, 
and the city made the ship a present. The Empire State 
alone of the great States is without a representative 
on the Navy register.” The cruiser New York wal 
originally named for the city, as is stated, but when the 
people of the State requested, several years ago, that a 
battleship be named for their State, the then Secretary 
of the Navy replied that as it was impossible to have 
two “New Yorks” in the Navy, the cruiser bearing that 
name would have to be considered as being named for 
both city and State. 





Promotions in the Army have been very rapid of late, 
and a great improvement is shown over the old days.

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ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF WAR. 
William Cary Sanger who has been appointed Assis- 


- tant Secretary of War, to succeed Geo. D. Meiklejohn, 


resigned, was born in Brooklyn N. Y., May 21, 1853. 
He is a graduate of Harvard, 1874, receiving his A. 
M. in 1875, and from Columbia in 1878 the degree of 
Bachellor of Laws. He studied and practiced law with 
Earls, Southmayd and Choate, until he retired to a 
farm in Sangersfield, Oneida Co., where his family has 
landed estates. He has served in the New York Assem- 
bly and has been an active promoter of Civil Service 


and other reforms. In January, 1 he entered the 
militia service as quartermaster of the Third New York 
Brigade. On the disbandment of this brigade he be- 
came supernumerary and was subsequently appointed 
quartermaster of the Second Brigade. March 893, 
he was appointed assistant chief of artillery with the 
rank of colonel. He was sent by the Adjutant General 
of New York to Chicamauga at the outbreak of the 
Spanish war to report on the subject of mobilizing the 
army. Then he was detailed to the pay department for 
service at Camp Alger, and_when_the division head- 
quarters were removed to Camp Black he did good 
service as provost marshal on the staff of General Roe. 
He went to Camp Black later as the lieutenant-colonel 
of the 208d New York Regiment, and served with that 
command at Camp Meade and Camp Wetherill. He 
has also served as inspector on the staff of Major- 
General Roe, N. G. N. Y., with the rank of colonel, 
and occupied that position at the time of his appoint- 
ment as assistant secretary of war. He went abroad 
last year to study the British system of auxiliary forces 
under instructions from Governor Roosevelt and Sec- 
retary Root. He is the personal choice of the Secretary, 
who has great confidence in his judgment and in his 
knowledge of military organization and routine. The 
wife of Edward Sanger is a daughter of Gen. C. C. 
Dodge, of New York, who served during the Civil War. 
A brother of Mrs. Sanger married a sister of Captain 
John Bigelow, jr., 10th Cav. Col. J. P. Sanger, 1. G.- 
U. 8S. A., is related to the Asst. Secretary. 

The appointment, which was predicted in the Army 
and Navy Journal of March 9, was delayed by the 
opposition of the two New York Senators, but this 
opposition, which was not serious and which was en- 
tirely of a political nature, was withdrawn on the day 
the appointment was made. Assistant Secretary ne pd 
immediately entered upon his new duties at the ar 
Department. The Adjutant General of the Army on 
March 14 issued the following notice to all the officers 
of the Army stationed in the vicinity of Washington: 
“The Secretary of War desires the presence of yourself 
and the officers on duty with you at the War Depart- 
ment at 10 o’clock a. m. March 15, 1901, in full uniform, 
for the purpose of presenting the officers of the Army 
on duty in Washington and vicinity to the Assistant 
Secretary of War, the Hon. William Cary Sanger.” 

Major General Roe, commanding the New York Na- 
tional Guard. informs us that Colonel Sanger will con- 
tinue to serve on his staff in his former position, for the 
present, at least. 
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PROMOTION OF VOLUNTEER OFFICERS. 

A most interesting decision has recently been given 
by the Comptroller of the Treasury which will be ex- 
tremely gratifying to officers of the Volunteer Army. 
The Secretary of War retjuested the Comptroller to 
decide the following question: “Whether promotions 
in Volunteer regiments take effect with pay from date 
of vacancy, as in the case of promotion of officers in 
the Regular Army, or from date of acceptance of the 
new commission by the officer promoted?” This ques- 
tion brought forth some rather interesting observations 
as to the right of an officer in the Regular Service to 
take rank with pay on the date the vacancy to which 
he is promoted occurs. The Comptroller says: “Although 
under existing laws and regulations a senior officer in 
the line of promotion has an inchoate right to promo- 
tion in case of vacancy in the next higher grade, it is 
only an inchoate right which is not complete until he 
is commissioned as of the higher grade. His right to 
promotion is further conditioned by the act of Oct. 1, 
1890, and acts cece? thereof, providing for exam- 
ination of all officers below the rank of major as a 
condition precedent to promotion. The allowance of pay 
for the higher grade from the date of vacancy to date 
of commission is allowance for a time during which 
the officer did not hold the rank entitling him to such 
nay. The allowance, therefore, is not a statutory al- 
owance, and prior to 1881 was not an explicit regula- 
tion allowance. It rests upon immemorial custom ac- 
guiesced in by Congress and the accounting officers, 
and I am not disposed to disturb it. 

“The rule making promotions regimentally by seniority 
and without examination in the United States Volunteer 
regiments, as set forth in the Adjutant General’s letter 
of Feb. 27, 1901, differs materially from the statutory 
provisions for promotion in the Regular Army requirin 
that they be made according to arm, as infantry, arti. 
ley, ete., and subject to examination for certain grades. 
These differences, however, appear to pertain to tenure, 
or right to tenure, of office, and not to emoluments of 
office. I see no valid reasons for allowing pay from 
date of vacancy at the higher rate to an officer in the 
Regular Army when promoted by seniority and denying 
the same to an officer in the Volunteer Army when pro- 
moted by seniority. Such denial would not leave the 
officers of the two branches of the Service in all respects 
on the same footing as to pay and allowance. I there- 
fore hold that under the immemorial custom of paying 
Army officers the higher rate from the date of vacancy, 
Volunteer officers promoted by seniority, in accordance 
with the regulations, are entitled to like pay.” 





WOMEN’S WORK FOR SOLDIERS AND SAILORS.

tion at Newport in 1862. He was the typical sailor- 
man, with long curls hanging over ears bearing gold 
1ings, and with an open shirt brought loosely together 
at the neck by a necktie very broad in the beam, send- 
ing streamers flying on each side of his face.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Secretary of the Navy has finally approved the 
recommendations of the Naval Board on Construction 
referable to the sheathing of vessels under -construc- 
tion or authorized for construction. It has been de- 
cided that of all the vessels appropriated for by the 
acts of 1898, 1899 and 1900 the only ones which shall 
be sheathed—except those so specified—shall be the six 
protected cruisers of the Denver type. It is stated 
at the Navy Department that the only reason why these 
will be sheathed is because a have progressed so 
far in construction that it would hardly be possible 
not to sheath them. The new Chief of the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair, Mr. Bowles, is not an advo- 
cate of sheathing as was his predecessor, but on the 
contrary agrees with the other members of the board 
on this important question. It will be remembered 
that the recent act making appropriations for the naval 
Service left the matter of sheathing ouaey at the 
discretion of the Secretary. The action of the Secre- 
tary in approving the recommendations of the board is 
regarded as finally settling the question of sheathing. 

The Navy Department is advised of the arrival at 
Hong Kong from Cavite of Rear Admiral Kempff with 
his flagship, the Newark, on March 5. All well on 
board. The New York will be docked at Hong Kong 
for the usual overhauling and painting required by 
regulations each period of six months. The condition of 
the vessel is reported as excellent, and but for the 
necessity for docking at frequent intervals would have 
remained at Cavite until the arrival of the New York, 
now en route, bearing the flag of Kear Admiral Fred- 
erick Rodgers, U. S. N. 

The U. S. auxiliary cruiser Topeka has arrived at 
Norfolk, Va., in a partially disabled condition, owing to 
an accident to a portion of her machinery. ‘The neces- 
sary work will probably be carried out at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard. The Topeka was towed from the Roads to 
the Navy Yard. 

The Foote and the Ericsson, torpedo boats destined for 
the spring manoeuvres, have been placed in reserve at 
the Norfolk Navy Yard ahd will be held there until the 
Department completes its program for the drills and 
exercises already alluded to. The two craft have been 
fully tested and have come up to the strict requirements 
of the Navy Department in speed and handiness. 

Having completed the overhauling rendered necessary 
by reason of long service in tropical waters, the Abarenda 
has returned to Pago-Pago, Tutuila, from Auckland, 
N. Z., and will resume her duties as headquarters of the 
Government at Pago-Pago. , 

The Illinois has not been in dry dock for more than 
a year and her bottom is exceedingly foul, being cov- 
ered in many places with oysters as well as barnacles. 
* Advices from Norfolk, Va., March 9, state that but 
little damage was done to the collier Ajax by the 
recent fire in her coal compartment No. 3 for the last 
three weeks. The burning coal has been removed, 
after frequent floodings. Her boilers are in bad shape, 
however, and will be repaired at Norfolk. 

A court of inquiry consisting of Capts. W. C. Wise, 
KE. W. Watson and J. H. Dayton and Lieut. Edward 
Mole, judge advocate, has been ordered to meet at the 
Navy Yard, Norfolk, on March 16 for the purpose of 
determining the responsibility for the recent grounding 
of the training ship Dixie in the Potomac River. 

The U. S. S. Lancaster left Hampton Roads, Va., 
March 12 for Boston, Mass. 

Twenty days’ repairs are to be made on the U. S. 8S. 
Topeka at Norfolk. During the stay of the North 
Atlantic squadron at Target Bay the examination of 
officers of former Engineer Corps and final graduating 
class of cadets will take place. The Oregon will sail 
for Bremerton about May 15. ‘The Lancaster and 
Hartford are to spend Evacuation Day at Boston on 
March 18. The Yorktown is in dock at Hong Kong. 

In response to Senator Chandler’s resolution of Feb. 
25 Secretary Long has transmitted to the Senate the 
preliminary report of Naval Constructor Baxter on 
tests of fire proofed wood. While the tests are still 
incomplete in certain important respects and to that 
extent are inconclusive, it is evident that the processes 
of both the American Wood Fireproofing Company and 
the Electric Fireproofing Company accomplished the 
results for which they are intended and that their 
respective advantages and defects are ebout equally 
balanced. The American process is shown to have left 
the wood treated perceptibly stronger than the Electric, 
whereas the Electric process renders wool slightly less 
in‘lammable. Specimens treated by the electric process 
showed a special tendency to foster the growth of 
mildew and the plant of this company was found to be 
smaller and not as well arranged as that of the Amer- 
ican. It is understood that the Navy Department de- 
sires to encourage-competition in this matter with the 
idea of securing the best results for the service. 

The Annapolis, Frolic, Wampatuck and Piscataqua 
left Algiers on February 18 bound for Port Said. 
When off Malta the air pump of the Frolic gave out 
and Captain Rohrer in command of the squadron sig- 
nalled the Piscataqua to accompany the Frolic in to 
Valletta and, after repairs to the latter, to accompany 
her to rejoin the others at Port Said, Friday, Feb. 22, 
being Washington’s Birthday, both ships partly dressed 
ship, being followed by the British ships on in harbor. 
At noon the British ships fired a national salute, the 
American vessels being unable to salute, not having 
saluting ammunition and it being decided that one 
pound shells would not exactly fill the pill. During the 
day the Augusta-Victoria with 300 American excur- 
sionists was in port and the manner in which the port 
celebrated the day proved a source of much gratification. 

A builders’ trial trip of the new U. S. battleship 
Illinois was held under the direction of her constructors, 
the Newport News Ship Building Company, Newport 
News, Va., March 11. The performance was most 
satisfactory, the machinery of the new vessel working 
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like a charm. Representatives of the Navy who were 
aboard were Capt. G. A. Conv Lieut. Comdr. 
Richard Henderson, Lieut.-Comdr. J. nby, Naval 
Constructor Robert Stocker and Lieuts. A. Kaiser 
and J. M. Pickrell. The trial was to test engines, 
machinery, boilers and steering gear, rather than to 
obtain any high rate of speed, but the showing made 
of 16 knots, under the adverse condition of a dirty 
bottom, fills the builders of the vessel with confidence 
that on the official] trial, at least 17.25 knots will be 
reached.

revent any controversy on the subject the Secretary 

as referred the matter to the Board on Awards. 

In compliance with a request recently made by Rear 
Admiral Remey for additional officers for the fleet under 
his command the Navy Department is at present en- 
gaged in arranging for the largest detail at one time of 
officers for the Asiatic Station. Within a few days 
formal orders will be issued from the Bureau of Navi- 
gation assigning twenty-seven officers below the grade 
of full lieutenant to duty on that station, and many 
au officer congratulating himself that his shore assign- 
ment will last for many months will suddenly find 
himself in possession of orders sending him to the other 
side of the world. Only one officer will be sent on this 
detail from the Bureau of Navigation, and it is a sfg- 
nificant fact that he served on the Brooklyn under Rear 
Admiral Schley. His detachment will doubtless cause 
comment from those who are always looking for an evil 
motive in every action. The failure of Congress to make 
provision for more officers of watch rank will stil! 
further embarrass the Navy Department, which finds 
it practically impossible to assign the regulation num- 
ber to each ship. 

In a quiet way the Navy Department is still en- 
deavoring to ascertain who gave to the press the letter 
writen by Admiral Sampson in relation to the promo- 
tion of warrant officers to commissioned officers. 
Admiral Sampson himself, has, in reply to a communi- 
cation from Secretary Long, positively denied that he 
made the letter public, and has further informed the 
Department, through whose hands the letter must 
have passed before being mailed to Washington. Al- 
though the letter as it originally appeared in the New 
York “Journal” bore the Washington head-line, it is 
not believed that it came from the Navy Department, 
but that it must have been given out in Boston. Of 
course it is assumed that none of the officials of stand- 
ing gave the letter to the press, and from the fact that 
it did not bear the Secretary’s endorsement when it 
first appeared in print it seems to show conclusively 
that it had not reached Washington when it became 
public. In fact the Secretary has assured himself that 
it was not given out by any official in bis office, and 
Admiral Sampson seems to be equally sure it was not 
made public by any one in his office. It seems.to be a 
problem that cannot be solved, but the guilty party 
may be sure that the investigation has not closed. 

The English Navy is very much gratified by the ap- 
pearance of the name of Edward VII. at the head of 
the Navy list for March. In the past there has been, 
as the “Times” tells us, “a certain unfavorable discrim- 
ination in high quarters as against the Sea Service of 
the Crown.” The prominent part taken by the Navy in 
the funeral of Queen Victoria is ascribed to the in- 
fluence of His Majesty. 

The Secretary of the Navy has concluded to comply 
with the request of Rear Admiral Farquhar to be re- 
lieved from command of the home squadron early in 
May, coupled with a request for shore duty from date of 
detachment from sea service. Rear Admiral F. J. Hig- 
ginson, U. 8S. N., will be assigned as the relief of Admiral 
Farquhar, and the latter officer will probably receive an 
assignment to duty in Washington. Admiral Farquhar 
refires from the active list on April 11, 1902. 

The business men of Newport News, Va., have in- 
augurated a movement for the presentation of a silver 
service to the battleship Virginia on her completion at 
the Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Com- 
pany’s werks. It is the intention that this service shall 
be rich and typical of the state whose name the vessel 
bears, and the best work of the silversmiths’ art will be 
called into requisition for this purpose. 





The forthcoming test of field guns at Sandy Hook 
will not occur on March 19 as has been announced, but 
will be at some later date not very far distant. None 
of the competitors has as yet sent guns to Sandy Hook, 
and some of the guns, we understand, have not even 
left the factories at which they are being made. The 
Board of Ordnance and Fortifications nas been informed 
that the following firms will be in the competition, with 
the number of guns stated: One from the American 
Ordnance Company, one from the Driggs-Seabury Gun 
and Ammunition Company, two from the Bethlehem 
Steel Company, one from Vickers Sons and Maxim, one 
from the Rhemische Metal and Machine Company, of 
Germany; one from the Cockerill-Nordenfeldt Company, 
of Belgium; two from the Ordnance Department, one 
now being made under the direction of Capt. L. N. 
Lewis, S. A., and two from the McClean Arms 
Company. 


Negotiations have been broken off between Vickers, 
Sons & Maxim, and the Cramps Midvale Companies 
of America, says the Sheffield “Telegraph.” The journal 
learns from a trustworthy source that the great English 
company has taken this course in consequence of & 
failure to obtain certain independent reports which it 
considers necessary before concluding a “deal” of such 
magnitude.

He individually resened from the water four 
or more persons, for one of whom he had to swim and 

sist him to a raft. Coghlan is but 27 years of age 
and is a wiry, athletic, gritty young man of less than the 
medium height.

Her many 
friends will undoubtedly find pleasure in reflecting on 
such a “strike” in land being made by one who has 
spent most of her life on the water.

Capt. Richard B. Paddock, 6th U. 8S. Cav., died at 
Pekin, China, March 9, 1901. Captain l'addock was 
born on Dee. 2, 1859, at Princeton, Lil, and was ap- 
pointed a second lieutenant of the 13th Infantry on Oct. 
10, 1883. Two years later he was transferred to the 
6th Cavalry and in 1891 was made a first lieutenant 
of the 8th Cavalry, after having served in the Sioux 
Indian campaign in Dakota. He was transterred back 
to the 6th Cavalry on April 22, 1893. He was in the 
campaign against Santiago, Cuba, and later at Cam 
Wykoff, N. y. He was a graduate of the Infantry an 
Cavalry School at Fort Leavenworth in 1867, and went 
to China last summer with the 6th Cavalry. 

Lieut. Comdr. Leonard Chenery, U. 8S. N., retired, died 
in Roosevelt Hospital, New York City, March 11, of 
cancer of the liver. He was born in Massachusetts and 
entered the Naval Academy on Dec. 12, 1861, being ap- 
pointed from California. Ue was graduated on Sept. 
25, 1865, with high honors, being number four in a 
large class.

At the close of the war, much shattered in 
health, and with a serious gun shot wound from which 
he never fully recovered, he again went to Brazil, 
were he was proprietor of the Rio “News” and secretary 
of the Imperial Government Geological ng until 
his health demanded another change of climate in 1882. 
Since that time, with the exception of one visit to the 
States, he remained in the Argentine Republic engaged 
in business enterprises. He was the stepfather of the 
wife of Capt. H. W. Lyon, U. 8. A., and was in his 
sixty-ninth year. 

Speaking of Brig.-Gen. Robert Macfeely, U. 8S. A., 
retired, whose death we noticed March 2, a corres- 
pondent who knew him well says: “He rendered 
distinguished services in the Subsistence Department in 
the Ohio and Mississippi valleys during the War of 
the Rebellion, and was a life-long friend of Generals 
Grant and Sheridan, As Commissary General of Sub- 
sistence, his administration was characterized by the 
strength and virility which was indicated by, his own 
strong personality. Straightforward, self-reliant, stern 
and tenacious in the discharge of his official duties, he 
was withal possessed of personal traits which, in his 
private relations, endeared him to those even who had 
the misfortune of falling under his official displeasure. 
In him passes away another of the few Boor f 
ofticers who contributed to making the era of 1861 
Hlustrious; and the green sward of Arlington covers no 
soldier who was more loyal to duty or more faithful 
than he.” 

E. F. Test, writing to the Omaha ‘‘World-Herald” of 
the late Prof. ‘Peter 8. Michie, says: “He is a dis- 
tinctive loss to the leaders of American education. It 
was his fortunate lot to hold the two highest places 
in the ranks of Christian civilization—a soldier and a 
teacher. His sound scholarship, his lovable nature and 
his rare experience contributed powerfully to build up 
the standing of the military academy as one of the best 
military schools in the world. An author of some of the 
best standard educational works, he was faithful in his 
duties, developing the intelligence, integrity and man- 
hood of the boys intrusted to his care.” 

The funeral of the late Col. William J. Volkmar, U. 
S. A., who died in Pasadena, Cal., March 4, were held 
at that place March 7. A large number of friends, in- 
cluding members of the Loyal Legion from Los Angeles 
and Pasadena were present. The Episcopal burial 
service was conducted by Bishop Jehnson and Rev. 
William MacCormack. The floral emblems were many 
and beautiful, among them being a column and wreath 
of ivy leaves, from the Loyal Legion.

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CIVILIZING EFFECT OF MILITARY TRAINING. 

An insignificant revival of insurgent activity since the 
election of President McKinley has been seized upon 
in some quarters as an evidence of the weakening of 
our hold in the Philippines, or at least of our inability 
to make good General Otis’s claim that the insurrection 
as an organized entity of opposition ended long ago. 
General MacArthur’s explanation of the meaning of 
this activity makes it clear that it has no reference to 
the election and is entirely due to the change in climatic 
conditions, upon which military operations so much de- 
pend in the Orient. General MacArthur points out that 
the election happened to coincide in time with several 
changes in the military arrangement, which permitted 
a more aggressive movement against the scattered rebel 
bands, The season changed from wet to dry and the 
country was thus made more accessible for marching 
forces, and the troops which had been sent to China 
during the summer were returning, thus putting the 
Army under his command in better condition for active 
work than it had been for some months. Hence the 
campaign reopened with a vigor which would not have 
been less if the election had occurred two months later. 
In other words, the activity is almost entirely on our 
side, whatever there is among the insurgents being con- 
fined to efforts to keep out of the reach of the soldiers 
in khaki. 

In the light of these facts, it is to be seen that the 
only effect of the election has been upon the native 
brigands, who have been sadly disappointed by the re- 
sult. There is no reason to doubt the statement of the 
Manila ‘“‘American” that there was a steady stream of 
confident reports to Manila from the Filipino junta at 
Hong Kong and thence to the centers of insurgent 
activity in the islands, to the effect that Bryan would 
surely be elected. There was a noticeable increase in 
insurgent activity during the few weeks preceding the 
voting, but this may have been caused, in part, by the 
enforced slackening of the American campaign, due to 
the bad weather and the weakening of the forces, but 
unquestionably the chief cause was the belief so sedu- 
lously spread through insurgent circles that the success 
of Mr. Bryan would mean native supremacy in the 
archipelago. 

It is not to be questioned that there is much military 
work to be done in the Philippines even yet. The 
brigand bands are to be attacked and driven out of their 
hiding placés. The natives who alternately turn insur- 
gents and “‘amigos” are to be persuaded by the forcing 
of the campaign, that there is no safe opportunity for 
such doubling, and that the permanent role of ‘‘amigo” 
is the only secure one. The civil governments set up in 
the towns and provinces are to receive such military 
support as they may need until the native forces pro- 
vided for in the new Army bill can be organized to the 
point of reliability. Most of this work will be such as a 
police force might do. ‘True, there will be some real 
campaigning to do, but it may safely be assumed that 
nowhere will the American troops meet large organiza- 
tions or find the enemy willing to engage in pitched 
battles or even in open skirmishes, when flight is possi- 
ble. General MacArthur’s programme of vigorous ac- 
tion means material gains in the pacified area within 
the next few months, and though there may be an 
increase of firing on our part and skedaddling on the 
part of the rebels, the development of his plans will 
be more in the direction of establishing civil govern- 
ment than in opposing aggressive fighters. 

That there is a general misconception of the duties 
devolving upon our soldiers in the Philippines is shown 
by the remark the other evening of a gentleman promi- 
nent in public life, who said that he could not reconcile 
General Otis’s statement that the war was over long 
ago with the presence of an Army of sixty thousand 
men in the islands. This gentleman’s point of view 
must have been materially modified when it was pointed 
out to him that it is a widely erroneous belief that the 
purpose of an Army is first and always to fight, as if it 
could have no other object in life than to slay. Now, 
the fact is that our soldiers in the Philippines have been 
doing a hundred times more work than fighting since 
our flag first floated over the archipelago. Here we have 
a population of between eight and ten millions, for 
centuries accustomed to the most inefficient exercise of 
sovereignty by the ruling power outside of the chief 
cities. In these regions we suddenly declare our deter- 
mination to put down all disorder and give to the 
localities just as secure police protection, as far as lies 
in our power to do so, as is enjoyed by the most favored 
communities in the home land. 

Coming in contact with the loose customs of decades, 
that have grown up into almost unwritten laws, it is but 
natural that we should find the task no easy one. In a 
civilized country, like South Africa, for example, such 
obstacles would not be encountered as we are meeting 
in the Philippines. We do not hear of tne British 





Army having to furnish police patrols to protect Boers 
from assassins and brigands of their own blood. The 
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military activities of the British are given over entirely 
to holding the places they have captured and chasing 
burghers in arms. Our problem in the Philippines 
would be very simple if we had nothing more than that 
to do. But we are doing a great deal more. We are 
undertaking to give the population practical evidence, 
even in the remote districts, that we are sincere and 
honest in our promises to see that their loyalty to the 
United States will not bring down murder and rapine 
upon them. This necessitates the breaking up of our 
Army into fragments so small that it would be laugh- 
able to refer to them as a fighting.force. In one town 
we find a sergeant and six men, Miles away we see a 
corporal and three men, and again we discover, stowed 
away in some isolated collection of nipa huts, called a 
village, one or two privates standing for the flag with 
no certain friends in sight but their faithful Krags. 
And all these remnants from the same company, that 
is perhaps thought of by the folks at home as com- 
fortably quartered, a rollicking, merry band, all helping 
one another to pass away the time, in the same garri- 
son. If they could see them scattered about, as the re- 
ports published from time to time in our columns give 
glimpses of them, they would know what a small affair 
our Army is, after all, when its duties are considered. 

The sixty thousand men that comprise our Army in 
the archipelago are not all gun carriers. A large por- 
tion of them are busy attending to the needs of the 
Army and to the establishing of civil government in the 
various cities and provinces. Only the other week we 
published a tribute to the small army of clerks in the 
A. G. O. in Manila, who are mainly soldiers taken from 
the ranks to do work for which civilians were not avail- 
able. What is true of that single office is true of scores 
of others in connection with the work of administering 
government and looking after the Army itself, which is 
about the size of a single German Army corps. Sixty 
thousand men would make a fair-sized city, and when 
one considers what is required to keep going a city of 
that size he will understand the vast amount of work 
that has to be done far away from the firing line and 
remote from the smoke-wreathed fields. 

One of the potentialities of the Army, of which little 
account is taken by the general run of our population 
but which is destined to have a great effect in upbuilding 
the native character in our new possessions, is the in- 
fluence of the military training which it brings before 
the inhabitants of the islands. In analyzing the influ- 
enzes which are contrisuting to the civic reorganization 
of the affairs in our new territory, it has been well said 
that we are too apt to direct our attention exclusively 
to the distinctively educational institutions. A phase 
of Army work which is intelligently discussed by Dr. 
L. S. Rowe in the “Review of Reviews” is that of 
military training as a factor in the reorganization of 
Porto Rico. He very truly says that the development 
of a feeling of individual responsibility is the most im- 
portant requisite for the successful working of local self- 
sovernment, and that the first step in this direction was 
to make the native population responsible as tar as possi- 
ble for the maintenance of order in the island. The 
creation of an insular police was the first move in this 
direction, and was soon followed by the organization of 
the Porto Rican Regiment. Dr. Rowe takes the bat- 
talion of 420 men stationed at Cayey as an example of 
the influence of military organization upon the native 
character. This battalion has been recruited among the 
poorer classes from all parts of the island. Now, the 
gravest defect of this class is its aversion to regular and 
consecutive work. Another characteristic of this element 
of the population is its lack of personal cleanliness. “It 
is with material such as that that Major Swift (Capt. 
Eben Swift, 5th Cav.), in command of the battalion, has 
to deal,”’ says the author. 

In making soldiers of these men their conduct of life 
is changed in two important particulars—cieanliness and 
regularity of work. One of the first lessons which the 
native must learn is the value of public hygiene, and 
this lesson is slowly but surely being impressed upon the 
men by the camp life at Cayey. While training soldiers, 
Major Swift, as the writer pertinently remarks, is in- 
culcating habits of conduct which are primarily civic, 
and by enforcing regularity of service is raising the 
industrial efficiency of the group of men under his 
charge. 

What Dr. Rowe does not sufficiently lay stress upon 
we take the liberty of adding to his interesting study 
of Porto Rican life. This is the rapidity with which 
such military instruction will be taken up by the entire 
population and soon become a national trait. No mem- 
ber of a community is more conspicuous than the man 
who wears the uniform. By the very nature of his 
martial status he is continually in the public eye, and 
the youth are never so eager to imitate the most sage 
and wise men of the locality as they are to take into 
their life all they can of the soldier boy’s routine. 
Some profound students of the Teutonic character have 
gone so far as to trace the German habit of thorough- 
ness in all the relations of life to the rigid military 
discipline impressed upon the Prussian Army by the 
great elector of Brandenburg, carried out to so tri- 
umphant a vindication by Frederick the Great, and 
brought down to the present day by his worthy suc- 
cessors. Taken back into private life by the soldiers 
as they left the ranks to become civilians, the regu- 
larity and system of their military life could not fail to 
bear fruit in shaping the personal conduct of each, 
which inevitably expanded into a national characteristic. 

Work of similar value lies ahead of the Army authori- 
ties in the Philippines in carrying out the provisions 


of the bill calling for the establishment of a native force 
of 12,000 soldiers. This task will not be entirely an 
experiment, as Major Matthew A. Batson (lieutenant, 
1st Cav.) has already achieved significant and hopeful 
results with the squadron of Macabebe Cavalry, which 
has been developed to a point where it has become of 
much service to the American Army. In training twelve 
thousand Filipinos in military methods, there will be 
set going a reformative agency that will work regenera- 
tion among the natives more quickly than any other 
factor that can be brought into their lives as a single 
organized body. The Filipino has in a marked degree 
the Oriental love for showiness in attire, which will find 
a channel for its satisfaction in the wearing of Uncle 
Sam's uniform, and he will no doubt prove willing 
to barter even his sloth and apathy for the privilege of 
being a real soldier and strutting about in the habili- 
ments that adorn the big limbs and broad shoulders of 
his Western exemplars. 

Already the intelligent Filipinos must have learned 
that one important difference between the American and 
the Spanish soldier is the former’s systematic way of 
doing his fighting and his reliance upon organization to 
keep all his agencies effective. They cannot but contrast 
their success against the unsystematic and irregular 
Spanish soldiery with their inability to make any head- 
way against the Americans, and they would be less ob- 
serving than they are said to be if they did not draw 
an important moral from the difference and fall to re- 
flecting upon the value to their own people of such 
thoroughness as the Yankee fighting man has shown is 
the only way to succeed. 

President Taft’s message to Mr. McKinley, on the 
eve of the latter’s inauguration, shows how this leaven 
has already begun to work. One of the most significant 
parts of this latest announcement-of the Philippine Com- 
mission is found in this statement: “The Federal party, 
the avowed and direct outgrowth of election, has spread 
with wonderful rapidity to ail parts of the Archipelago, 
and is active and urgent in advocacy of peace and pre- 
senting advantage of civil liberty under American 
sovereignty; assisted in securing surrenders in Panay, 
party’s banquet of 300 on eve of Washington’s Birth- 
day and gathering of 7,000 members of the party on 
Luneta to hear loyal and earnest addresses by leading 
Filipinos were most convincing of its power, purpose, 
and completely representative character.” 

The native leaders who are at the head of the Federal 
party have been in close touch with the American Army 
authorities in Manila for a long time, and it is an en- 
couraging sign that those who are working on the 
political side of the problem should be the very ones 
who are best acquainted with the “uniformed tyrants” 
in the military governor’s palace, of whom we heard so 
much in last autumn’s electoral campaign, and should 
not hesitate to seek in them inspiration in the work of 
lifting their countrymen to a Ligher plane of individual 
and national life.

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


During his speech in the Senate on the River and 
Harbor bill Senator Carter said: 

“One word in closing about the engineers of the Army. 
It rarely occurs that an engineer of the Army reports 
adversely. upon any project he is directed to survey. 
In my humble judgment therein rests much of the diffi- 
culty connected with the preparation of this bill. From 
time immemorial, throughout the whole history of the 
Army of the United States, the Engineer Corps has 
justly held and has always been entitled to the entire 
confidence of the country. This confidence has been 
abused only in very rare cases. The engineers are gen- 
erally exacting, and possibly in some cases unjustly 
jealous of the Government’s interest in enforcing 
stringent regulations and clauses in contracts. It so 
happens, however, that in the surveys of proposed im- 
provements of rivers and harbors the feeling of good- 
fellowship in some manner or other intervenes to such 
an extent that the engineer in reporting softens the 
truth to the very best of his ability. I trust that this 
criticism, certainly meant in good part, may find lodg- 
ment in the mind of every engineer henveforth sent out 
to conduct a survey and an examination. No engineer 
would have tolerated a favorable report upon the Trinity 
River project, or a hundred other of these projects, for 
a private person. If he had reported to some railroad 
company that that was an investment that could be 
considered, he would have been immediately dismissed 
from the service as a person incompetent or lacking in 
strength of character to tell the truth when he saw it.” 

Senator Carter either forgets or he is wholly ignorant 
of the fact that members of the Army Engineer Corps 
are not, as a rule, called upon to express an opinion 
upon the commercial value of proposed improvement in 
a water-way. ‘They are simply asked to solve a prob- 
lem, the conditions of which are a certain result to be 
secured and the most effective means of accomplishing 
that result. Whether the result is desirable or not, 
whether the public money cannot be otherwise more 
judiciously expended are questions determined by Con- 
gress in its corporate wisdom. If Congress wishes to 
have the money devoted to the improvement of rivers 
and harbors well expended let it appropriate it in a lump 
sum and leave our Corps of Army Engineers to deter- 
mine how and when it shall be expended. 

Taking conditions as they are the Senator is no 
doubt correct when he says: “This collection of mat- 
ter known as the river and harbor bill emanated from a 
system inherently vicious and destined always to lead 
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to an evil result. It is the system of swapping—not in 
a wrongful sense—but in the sense of good fellowship 
in part, and through a desire‘to get legislation worked 
along and made successful. Thus it is that the larger 
items are diminished below the proper degree, that the 
smaller items may be provided with something. Where 
you can not do anything better for a district, throw a 
thousand dollars up there to try to improve a stream 
that never can be of any value for commerce.”

INTERPRETATION OF THE ARMY ACT. 


The Secretary of War is constantly being called upon 
to decide. disputed questions arising out of the recent 
act for the reorganization of the Army, the phrase- 
ylogy of which in some of its parts is confusing. Sec- 
tions 26 and 27, of the act, providing for the detail of 
ofticers from the line to the staff for a period of four 
years, has been settled by the Secretary, and, as has 
been already stated in the Army and Navy Journal, cer- 
tain officers were assigned from the line to the Adjutant 
General’s and Inspector General’s Departments. Ac- 
cording to the ruling of the Secretary these details are 
for a period of four years and the vacancies created by 
such details shall be filled by promotion in the line until 
the total number detailed equals the number authorized 
for duty in each staff department. The details made 
completely fill the number authorized for duty in the two 
staff departments, and it is the intention of the Secre- 
tary to make like details in the other staff departments 
as soon as the original vacancies are filled and the pro- 
motions are made, | 

Another clause of the bill which has been settled by 
the Secretary relates to the filling of the vacancies 
created in the Pay Corps and reads in this way: “That 
persons who have served in the Volunteer Army since 
April 21, 1898, as additional paymasters ‘may’ be ap- 
pointed to positions in the grade of captain created by 
this section.” The Secretary holds that the word “may” 
should be interpreted as “shall,” therefore making it 
mandatory that such additional paymasters be appointed 
to fill the vacancies. This decision will greatly lessen 
the labor of making the appointments, as there have 
already been several hundreds of applicants from civil 
life for the places. 

Nothing of a definite nature has yet been done by 
the War Department looking to the selection of officers 
and men of the Volunteer Army to be examined for com- 
missions in the Reguiar Service. The Department has 
received an unlimited number of applications from the 
Volunteers, but probably no appointments will be made 
until some time in April. There is yet too much uncer- 
tainty in the matter of the promotions of the officers 
now in the Service to take any action. In the appoint- 
ments of Volunteers, however, it may be said that the 
record of each applicant will be taken into considera- 
tion in determining his fitness for a commission. A num- 
ber of enlisted men of the Regular Army are now being 
examined for commissions at various posts. The exam- 
inations given to the Volunteers will not be at all easy, 
and great care will be taken in the matter of selection. 

The many questions which have confronted the War 
Department as an outcome of the recent act for the 
reorganization of the Regular Army are all being settled 
by the Secretary of War and it is positively stated at 
the Department that none has yet been submitted to 
the Attorney General for decision. We have so far 
published all the questions which have been settled by 
Mr. Root, but until the appointments of volunteers are 
made it will not be necessary for the War Department 
to meet many of the perplexing matters. For instance, 
whether the volunteers appointed to be lieutenants in the 
Regular service shall take rank as to length of service 
not only among themselves but also with officers already 
in the Regular Army. This is naturally a question in 
which many of the junior officers are interested, and we 
can assure them that Secretary Root is disposed to 
give the Regulars the privilage of the doubt whenever 
possible, and if there is any way to do so he will decide 
so that the volunteers will simply take rank among 
themselves, 

The Adjutant General’s Office has recently been re- 
quested to decide the manner in which officers detailed 
from the staff to the line should officially sign themselves. 
lt has been held, and the officers so detailed will be in- 
formed accordingly, that they should sign themselves 
in such a manner as to show their rank, the arm of the 
Service from which they were detailed and the staff de- 
partment to which they have been assigned for temp- 
orary service. Thus an officer of infantry detailed to 
ev an assistant adjutant general will sign himself: 
“J. A. Smith, Major Infantry and Assistant Adjutant 


General,” 
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TEMPERANCE IN THE ARMY. 


The social features of the post exchange in the British 
\rmy were made the subject of Senate Document No. 
I82, by Senator Gallinger. It is shown that the Army 
Regulations for India provide for a separate room to 
be allotted in barracks for the use of the Army Tem- 
‘rance Association, with a bar for light refreshments. 
ea and coffee are provided by the regimental or battery 
‘offee shop at cost price, and mineral waters are sold 
tt moderate rates. Of the profits 15 per cent. from the 
*mpcrance bar goes to the general refreshment account 
if the corps. Where the number of temperance men 
’ small and there are no profits, commanding officers 
re authorized to aid the Army Temperance Associa- 
‘on with grants from other funds, in order to encour- 
se temperance. The regulations also allow tents and 
‘ertain furniture for the temperance institutions, the 
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gzimental . Insitute and Soldiers’ Total Abstinence 


In the King’s Army Regulations provision is made 
for a coffee room where non-al drinks and _ 
foods may be had. The British Army Temperance 
sociation, which has obtained many of these concessions, 
has on its lists, besides Field Marshal Lord Wolseley, 
nearly a dozen ls, more than a dozen lieutenant 
generals and nearly four dozen 

The temperance canteen or coffee room has been s0 
gree onuis om noaee 4 B the baer ; 
s extending it as rapidly as . nt 0 
$2,500 annually tor the work, recorded in 1889, is to 
be intreased as the uirements of the work ustity. 
In India the British Army Temperance tion’s 
report for the same year credits the Government with 
the annual grant of 10,000 rupees. 

We would suggest to the a enemies of the 
post exchange that now that they have accomplished 
their purpose in banishing liquor from it they should de- 
vote their attention to ma ing the exchange so attractive 
without a bar that they wil! keep the men there instead 
of tempting them to wander abroad in search of com- 
pany and freedom, to the great detriment of their char- 
acters as soldiers. The reports received thus far indi- 
cate that the zeal of the temperance advocates is re- 
sulting in nothing but evil. annot General Howard, 
who is a sympathizer with the anti-canteen movement, 
persuade his brothers and sisters of the total absti- 
nence phalanx that their duty does not end with pro- 
hibition. Destruction of what is evil should always be 
accompanied by the encouragement of what is good. 
No man knows better than General Howard the temp- 
tations to which our young soldiers are subjected, and 
he understands perfectly now necessary it is to protect 
them against evil indulgence by finding an outlet in 
some wholesome way for their social instincts. Now 
that the post exchange is deprived of its chief resource 
it is in order to suggest some practical way of making 
it as attractive as before while securing the means of 
covering its necessary expenses. Senate Document No. 
182 may furnish hints on this subject. 





NEGLECTING THE-ENGINEER CORPS. 


The Detroit “Free Press” says: “That the vicissitudes 
of peace, the fortunes of war, incidents of service and 
Congressional legislation, all of which enter into the 
life of an Army officer, are not always productive of 
the same results to each, may be seen from the manner 
in which the Engineer Corps of the Army has come out 
of the reorganization struggle. That the officers of this 
corps are the equals in ability and loyalty to the gov- 
ernment, and that they render as valuable and efficient 
services as any other, cannot for a moment be doubted 
by any who is familiar with them and their relations 
to the government. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that the duties and responsi- 
bilities of these officers are increasing from year to year, 
the corps gets no increase of officers in its upper grades 
where the greater responsibilities rest, and where there 
has been a long waiting for promotion which has been 
justly earned. 

“The new organization brings them out relatively far 
below where they were in the old. The ranking lieut- 
enant-colonel of the army is an engineer officer, and 
of the first eleven on the relative list, eight are of 
the same corps; and of the first twelve on the relative 
list of majors, six are engineer officers. The others are 
officers of the pay department. In the list of names 
that were sent to the Senate February 4 and 5, there 
are twenty-two that Fey 4 the engineer officer whose 
name is at the head of the lieutenant-coloneis, and thirty- 
eight that ‘jump’ the officer whose name stands at the 
head of majors of his corps. Since June 2, 1884, the 
date of his commission as major, a total of 168—twelve 
general officers, sixty colonels and ninety-six lieuten- 
ant-colonels—have passed above this major of a nem 
since he attained that rank. This does not include 
the very large number that have passed up in the 
meantime, and are not now on the active list of the 
army. Other engineer officers of about his date have 
fared no better. One has attained the rank of brig- 
adier-general and is no longer a member of the corps. 

“This stagnation in promotion and the failure to rec- 
ognize by fitting legislation the services of this able 
and efficient body of men by allowing others continu- 
ally to pass above them, certainly does not speak well 
for our boasted sense of justice. The young man who 
goes to West Point will hereafter be lacking in the 
one great incentive to hard study, viz: that he ma 
become a member of this branch of the services to which 
exceptional honor and preference has heretofore been 
accorded. It is in the other branches of che service that 
the road to promotion will lie hereafter.”

MEDICAL CAREERS IN THE ARMY. 


Few will dispute the assertion of the New York 
“Medical Journal” that “There is nothing more promis- 
ing to the young physician than a life connection with 
the Army.” While it hastens to explain that it is no 
more honorable than a like career in the Navy, it believes 
it to be more attractive and richer in opportunities for 
active professional work. In the first place, it has the 
advantage of the course in the Army Medical School, 
affording both additional education and an opportunity 
to learn much of the ways of the nation’s capital. When 
the young medical officer comes to see actual service, it 
is almost sure in times of peace to be at a permanent 
military post or in connection with some department 
beadquarters in a large city, for the old-time bug- 
bear of the “plains” has become little more than a 
tradition. 

A military post, however exacting it may be for line 
officers, is not by any means an uninteresting or un- 
congenial place for the medical officer. The society 
is of the best and his professional duties, attendance 
upon the officers and men and their wives and children, 
together with sanitary inspection and precision as to 
matters of record and report, are quite in line with 
what would occupy the mind of the busy civil practi- 
tioner in a community utterly free from paupers and 
tricksters, and dominated by men and women of the 
highest type. Rarely indeed, as our medical contempo- 
rary points out, is such a community to be found. 

The “Medical Journal” takes the und that, all 
things considered, the medical officer’s remuneration, 
although none too large, is quite the equivalent of what 
the average well-trained medical graduate has to look 
forward to. Moreover, the provision for his old age, 
if not over-abundant, is still such as to insure him 
against want. The Army surgeon is not likely to be- 
come a man of wealth; indeed, the view of the medical 
paper is that the odds are greatly against his saving 
even a moderate competence, for he is always of neces- 


sity a good, generous soul, either na’ or by force

there comes to be a t-about-face in our national 
policy.

RECRUITING AT FORT SHERIDAN. 


Excellent work is being done at Fort Sheridan, IIL, 
by Col. W. M. Van Horne in recruiting the new 29th 
Infantry authorized by the Army bill. Already nearly 
500 recruits have been secured, and it is expected that 
the enlistment will be completed by May 1. It is re- 
ported that 93 per cent. of the men enlisted so far are 
American born. 

Some of the new recruits are reported in the Chicago 
papers to have taken advantage of pay-day to fill up 
with bad whiskey at the neighboring saloons in High- 
wood, which resulted in some disorder. This is another 
deplorable illustration of the injury done the service by 
the abolition of the canteen, The Chicago “Evening 
Post” anys that Army officers in the Pullman Building 
declare the abolishment of the canteen at military 
is responsible for the disorderly acts of soldiers. nce 
the canteen at the Army post was dispensed with a 
dozen saloons have been opened at Highwood and at- 
tractions a ne by the proprietors to induce soldiers 
to visit their places. General Otis, commanding the 
Department of the Lakes, said that fights aud brawls 
are —— to occur when soldiers leave the reservation 
ond drink a lot of vile whisky, and, as to the canteen, is 
quoted as saying: “I was strongly opposed to the Army 
canteen when it was first proposed, but the War De- 
partment issued orders to establish them and the drink- 
ing places were opened. I was one of the officers de- 
tailed to study the operation of the canteen and note 
the effect on the men. From the investigation, I found 
the canteen worked so much better than | expected it 
would that I was compelled to indorse it. Under that 
system the profits of the canteen went to buy delicacies 
for the men’s table, so that they got the full benefit of 
all that was spent for beer on the reservation. No 
the men spend more and the profits go to the owners 
private gin mills.” 
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During the debate on the Deficiency Appropriation bill 
just before its passage in the Senate on March 2, Senator 
Tillman said: “On the 12th of January, 1800, Congress 
passed an act by which officers and men who served in 
the Spanish War outside of the United States received 
two months’ extra pay, and those who served in the 
United States received one month's extra pay, unless 
they had had furloughs a month before muster out.’ 
He read a letter from the Auditor in regard to the 
matter which stated that since Dec. 22, 1900, the War 
Department seems to give no consideration to parole 
evidence showing that officers were retained on dut 
during the period the organization was on_ furlo 
or waiting orders under the provisions of G. O., 130, of 
1898, and amendments. In view of these facts Senator 
Tillman moved the adoption of the following amend- 
ment to the Deficiency bill, which was agreed tu: “That 
all officers and enlisted men of Volunteers, war with 
Spain, who served honestly and faithfully and were 
honorably discharged for any cause after August 12, 
1898, date of the protocol, shall be allowed the extra 
pay provided by act of January 12, 1898, provided such 
officers and enlisted men shall produce satisfactory 
evidence showing they were not placed on furlough 
prior to their discharge, and provided the same has 
not already been paid.” This clause does not, however, 
appear in the bill as finally approved. 








The Quartermaster’s Department of the Army has 
prepared plans and will soon call for bids for the con- 
struction of barracks at many of the sea-coast forts 
for the accommodation of companies of artillery recently 
ordered to the various fortifications. It is said these 
barracks will be complete in every way and will prob- 
ably be the best ever constructed for the Army. Sul- 
livan’s Island will have barracks built to accommodate 
two companies of artillery, Fort Miley barracks for one 
company, Fort Manstield barracks for ove coimpany 
and Fort Wright barracks for one company. Besides 
the places mentioned barracks will be constructed at 
many of the other coast forts. Of course quarters for 
the officers will be built at the same time.

8. O. 6, MARCH 6, NAVY DEPT. 

Publishes regulations for the appointment of warrant 
machinists. 

By the terms of the act the examination preliminary to 
appointment is open to all machinists by trade who are 
in the Navy, and machinists of good character, not above 
30 years of age, in civil life. There being now fifty vacan- 
cies, the Navy Dept. will therefore conduct an examina- 
tion of candidates selected from the machinists of the 
Navy and machinists in civil life, who make application 
prior te April 15, 1901. 

Applications from naval machinists must be made to the 
Secretary of the Navy, to the commander-in-chief of a 
fleet, or commandant of a station, and forwarded through 
the official channels prescribed by the Navy Regulations. 
Applications from machinists in civil life must be made 
direct to the Secretary of the Navy. No person will be 
examined who is not a citizen of the United States. 

Among other things it is directed that with each ap- 
plication there must be, either in the form of endorse- 
ments of opinion from the commanding officer and the 
engineer officer under whom the candidate is serving at 
the time of making his application. Similar letters or 
endorsements must be obtained by the candidate, wher- 
ever practicable, from commanding officers and engineers 
with whom he has formerly served. The conduct and 
efficiency reports on file in the Navy Dept. will also be 
consulted in making up the candidate’s record. 

Applicants from civil life must furnish satisfactory evi- 
dence of good moral character and correct habits, and 
certificates showing experience in machine shop or in 
charge of a steam engine and in the ne room of a 
steamer. No applicant from civil life 1 be 
who is not a machinist by trade and who has not had

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., March 12, 1901. 
Dr. William J. Tucker, president of Dartmouth Col- 
lege, lectured Friday night before the cadets at the 
Naval Academy, presenting one of the course of general 
topics provided by the Navy Department. “The art of 


’ 


Knowing Men” was the theme, and the lecture empha- 
sized the value of a study of human nature as a neces- 
sary complement to professional training of any sort. 
There will be two more lectures in the naval cadet 


course, on March 22 and on April 19. The lecturers 
have not been named. 

Lieutenant Commander Howard, who brought the 
Puritan to Annapolis on Saturday from Washington, 
was a successful navigator in the Philippines, where, at 
various times, he was in charge of the Charleston, the 
Concord and the Monadnock. He is said to have been 
the only officer who has ever brought a sailing ship, the 
Constellation, into Annapolis harbor, at the Naval aca- 
demy wharf, under ful! sail. The Puritan was only 
twenty hours in steaming from Washington to Auna- 

lis. 

The additional appropriation secured by Mr. Mudd for 
the Marine Barracks, Naval Academy, insures the erec- 
tion of quarters for the Marine Guard commensurate 
with the needs of this important department of the 
Academy, and the erection of a building in proportions 
harmonious with the extensive improvements now in 
progress. The Marine quarters will be erected on tha 
north side of College Creek, where the Guards will have 
ample room for exercise, drill and the appurtenant of a 
well-regulated barracks—a garden. The location, out- 
side the present limits of the Academy, but adjacent to 
it, will necessitate considerable change in the topography 
surrounding the new quarters. In anticipation of it, an 
arm of College Creek, near the age bridge to the 
Government farm, is being gradually filled up by refuse 
cinders of the power house and debris from the demoli- 
tion of buildings in the Academy. This will add two 
more acres to the Government property, make a more 
direct route to the Marine Barracks and straighten the 
line of the proposed sea-wall along Cemetery Hill. The 
main way to the Marine Barracks will be by a new 
bridge over College Creek, commencing at the foot of 
Upshur Row. ‘The present bridge will be removed. 

Forgings and castings of a horse-power engine of 
the triple expansion type are being made at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard for shipment to Annapolis, where the parts 
will be put together by the cadet engineers for the pur- 
pose of testing their efficiency in steam engineering. 

An annex will be added to the old quarters of the 
eadets. The material of some of the demolished build- 
ings will be utilized in this temporary structure. ‘The 
destruction of so many buildings to make room for the 
present improvements makes necessary this addition, 
pending the erection of the new quarters. ‘The annex 
will contain 80 rooms, quarters for 160 cadets, and it is 
expected to be finished in time for use when the Aca- 
demic year begins, on Oct. 1. Another change, neces- 
sitated by the improvements, is the removal of the site 
of the Academy gardens from the neighborhood of the 
Superintendent's residence and oftice to the Government 
farm. In addition to laying out the new grounds, a 
conservatory is in course of erection at the new location.

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PRESIDIO OF SAN FRANCISCO. 


Presidio, Cal., March 7, 1901. 

The big Army transport Meade sailed into port Mar. 1, 
after a voyage of 28 days from Manila, bringing 24 
officers and 556 men of the 11th Cavalry. Among the 
cabin passengers aboard were: Brig.-Gen. H. B. Free- 
man, Lieuts.

COMMISSIONING WARRANT OFFICERS. 


The Rev. Cyrus Townsend Brady, formerly a naval 
cadet at Annapolis, writes “On the Commissioning of 
Warrant Officers in the Navy” in the Philadelphia 
“North American” of March 2, He says in part: “Let 
me say that I respect and admire Admiral Sampson, 
that I consider him one of the greatest and ablest of sea 
officers of this or of any other country, and I have made 
the naval history of the world a life long study. This 
opinion is purely impersonal, for I never saw the Ad- 
miral, I think his treatment has exhibited one instance 
ot the so-called ingratitude of republics. But I am 
sorry that he wrote his now famous letter. 

“A man less devoted to his profession, who was more 


in touch with the ages life, would have realized that 
ii was bound to misinterpreted, and that it would 
furnish occasion for denunciation by every demagogue, 
and for the exercise of that variety of wit which is vul- 
gar and cheap. 3 

“I know hundreds of naval officers more or less inti- 
mately, and I deny that they are snobs in any sense of 
the word! Sometimes the very youthful feel their posi- 
tion, but when they have had experience and have 
reached command rank, they are without exception mod- 
est. quiet, retiring gentlemen. 

“The Navy represents the Government, the officers 
represent the people. They are received, welcomed and 
entertained, not as individuals, but as representatives 
of America. Their conduct, deportment, behavior, are 
noted; therefore, it is essential that they should be 
in every sense of the word gentlemen. 

“Again, naval officers must be congenial with their 
fellows. They are confined in the ward room of a 
ship for years at a time. They live with each other on 
terms of the most intimate association. There is no 
such thing as privacy, retirement, for them. There 
must be a certain homogeneity among them. Again, an 
officer must be not only theoretically learned as an as- 
tronomer, a navigator, a chemist, an electrician. av 
artillerist, a machinist, a steam engineer, a diplomat, 
an international lawyer, a soldier, and last, but not 
least, a sailor, but he must also be able to assume 
the responsibilities of command. 

“It is essential that he should be a master of his pro- 
fession; that he should be, in fact, the highest type of 
man in every field in which he may be called upon to 
act, entirely capable of commanding not only men but 
ships as well. Added to all this, he must renresent the 
Government in some foreign port in some critical emer- 
gency, knowing that his act may mean peace or war 
for his country. 

“Now, how will warrant officers be able to prepare 
themselves for all this? Some of them may do so, and 
with the clear understanding that this is a country 
where the lowest in station may aspire to the highest 
position, it must be conceded that considering them 
individually they have a right to aspire to do so. But 
the conditions are altogether against the warrant officer. 
His environment is a serious handicap to him. 

“This is an age of special education. Things that 
used to be done bv all around men are now committed 
to specialists. The warrant officer labors under the 
disadvantage of a lack of thorough instruction. He 
is further handicapped by his age. If he overcomes the 
lack of instruction by native talent and assiduons study, 
he is so far behind in time that he is forced to enter 
the lowest rank at an age when men whose years are 
no greater than his are far above him. It is a maxim— 
illustrated by exceptions, of course—that old men lon 
kept in subordination become unfitted for command. 
Again, the associations of the warrant officer, of the 
man who comes from the crew, are not those which 
tend to develop the finer qualities. 

“If commissions in the Navy were open to warrant 
officers, who doubts that the political influences would 
he brought to bear, first, to get warrants, and then to 
get commissions—and what would. the results he? 
Wrangling ward rooms, dinlomatic tangles, wrecked 
ships and, perhaps, lost battles! Is it not better, there- 
fore, for the worthy warrant officers to remain in the 
honorable station to which they have attained, than that 
this pregnant oestuemity of abuse be established? That 
is the other side of the proposition. 

“Annapolis is practically free to all. Any youth who 
desires to become a naval officer has the opportunity of 
competing with his fellows for the position, provided 
there is a vacancy, and once he passes the examination 
his career depends unon himself. The appointments are 
made in a way which is entirely consonant with the 
democratic spirit of our Government, and I, for one, 
hope no change may be effected. 

“The main conclusion is that the commissioning of 
warrant officers, except in very rare cases, is, first of 
all, impracticable, and that if the practice be introduced 
it will iead to the gravest abuses. Secondly. it is un- 
necessary, as appointment to the Academy, which opens 
the way to a commission in the Navy, is practically the 
result of competitive examinations which are free to all, 
and in which the poorest and the humblest have equal 
consideration with the highest. I have no doubt that 
something of this sort was in Admiral Sampson’s mind. 
He may be faulted for his method, perhaps, but he 
should not be vilified for his opinion.”

THE OLDEST SOLDIER. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Unless an officer is not considered to be a “soldier” 
Major William Austine is the oldest soldier, both in 
years and length of service, on the Army list. He en- 
tered the Military Academy in 1833, and was com- 
missioned in July, ’38, and has been continuously in the 
service for 67 years. He thus outdates in entry into 
service and outranks in length of service 
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Colonel Austine entered the Military Academy, was 
graduated and served for several years in the Army, 
under the name of William A. Brown. He had among 
his classmates Beauregard, William F. Barry, McDow- 
ell, William J. Hardee, R. 8S. Granger, H. H. Sibley, 
A. J. Smith and Dr. John T. Metcalfe. We believe that 
Dr. Metcalfe and Milton A. Haynes are the only 
survivors of this class besides Colonel Austine, who is 
a major on the retired list with the brevet of major 
“for gallant and meritorious conduct in the battles of 
Contreras anc Churubusco” and lieutenant colénel and 
colonel for “long and faithful service.” He was retired 
early during the Civil War (Feb. 20, 1862) for disability 
resulting from exposure in the line of duty. He is a 
resident of Brattleboro, \Vt.—Editor. 





TRIBUTE TO THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 


Hon. B. T. Clayton, M. C. from New York, in the 
debate on the Military Academy bill in the House on 
Feb. 27 treated that body to some sensible remarks on 
the subject of hazing, which were very much needed 
just then and just now. He said in part: 

“Take any other body of 400 vigorous, healthy young 
men, summarize all their misdeeds for the same time, 
and you wiil have quite an account. In fairness to the 
Academy I think it should be noted also that the worst 
of (nese acts of hazing were committed by young men 
who are not now in the Service, but have been w 
out. It is the desire of the authorities at the Acad- 
emy, and is the result of the course there, that the 
worst hazers do not graduate. While condemning the 
previous law, or rather the want of a proper law, which 
made it possible for these boys to carry on their system 
of hazing and prearranged class fighting, I think it 
but fair to say that often young men of very excellent 
character will be found ready and willing to enter upon 
these things, without vicious intent, unjess there is a 
positive law against it. It should be noted also that the 
charges against the Academy usually come from disap- 
poted friends of young men who bave failed as cadets. 

“the illustrious Sheridan while a cadet was expelled, 
which sentence was afterwards remitted to one year’s 
suspension, -on account of fighting. Custer, 1 believe, 
had his diploma refused him upon the graduation of his 
class because of some trouble that he was in on account 
of a fight. Many of our best officers in the Army had 
their experience in boyish fights and hazing while at the 
Academy. It often happens that the same qualities of 
character which in mature manhood make the gallant 
otticer of intrepidity, of tenacity of purpose, and of un- 
compromising loyalty to duty, in a boy render a certain 
amount of disciplinary punishment necessary. 

“A boy of positive, pugnacious character, if he have 
honorable instincts, may make a good officer, but all the 
science and education known in our dav cannot make a 
soldier of the milk-and-water youth who does not pos- 
sess that necessury quality termed by Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt as the ‘fighting edge.’ It the time ever 
comes when 400 representative American youths, select- 
ed from all parts of the country, can be bruaght together 
in close association and voluntarily rfurm all their 
duties and behave to each other in such a lamblike way 
as to need no correction or punishment, then it will be 
time for the United States to stop training young men 
for soldiers and to make a contract with some other 
more vigorous nation to protect us in our difficulties 
with foreign powers. Let us not lose sight of the fact 
that in every war that is waged, where there is one 
man unjustly punished there are ten men allowed to 
suffer through incompetency and lack of character on 
the part of those in whose power it is to look out for 
the soldiers. It is not the severe officer that we have to 
fear in time of war, but it is the indifferent officer. _ 

“It is not discipline that kills men; it is the want of it. 
The enforcement of sanitary regulations and rigid com- 
pliance with all the rules required for health in camp 
and Held service can only be obtained by the administra- 
tion of a vigorous, determined officer. The leading of 
men on the field of battle, the final test of an_ officer, 
requires a positive determination and bravery. There is 
no place in the military calling for the ~~ negative 
character, however free he may be from faults. 

“In 1898 the colonel of one of our volunteer regiments 
in the Philippine Islands had been severely condemned 
for his vigorous enforcement of discipline. I believe 
that the legislature of the State from which his regi- 
ment came went so far as to pass resolutions condemning 
him; yet afterwards, when active service began, the 
members of the regiment began to appreciate the 
results acomplished by the course of this officer to such 
an extent that these resolutions were rescinded. When 
the regiment was in an untenable position on the field 
of battle that colonel extricated it by leading in person 
a charge upon the enemy’s position, winning the fight 
and saving many of his men from death and wounds 
though losing his own life in the charge. Not until 
then was he fully appreciated.” 

“In the War of 1812, though few in number, the grad- 
uates of the Military Academy sustained an important 
part in the last campaigns of the war; one-sixth of them 
were killed in battle, one-quarter were killed and wound- 
ed, and one-fifth of those who served received one or 
more brevets, for their distinguished gallantry in this 
war. At the close of this war the Military Academy 
was fully developed and put upon the basis which it 
how has. 

“In the war with Mexico it is said that one-fifth of the 
graduates were killed and more than one-third wounded 
at its close. There remained in the highest places only 
those wHo had been systematically educated in mili- 
tary matters.” 

Mr. Clayton continued: “To-day, with the advances 
that have been made in the weapons and other materials 
used in warfare, the technical education of officers is 
more important than ever. Our recent experiences 
show us that we cannot always avert war, but we 
on prepare to meet it in the most economical and ef- 
ective way. 

“A conaratien has never passed since its foundation 
when it has not many times repaid us the cost of its 
Maintenance since its beginning to the present day by 
the diffusion of that special knowledge which Washing- 
ton said was so essential to the very existence of a na- 
tion, not to mention the execution of public works and 
other duties performed with the proverbial integrity of 
its graduates. ‘The greater the education of all our 
officers and the more thoroughly our Army is instructed 
the more valuable it will be as a nucleus in time of 
emergency and the lesser will be the cost of victory, 

“Never in the history of this country have we been 
more in the need of intelligent. loyal, upright Army ofil- 
cers than we are to-day. However our countrymen 


may differ in theory we have a new problem to solve as 
to how we are to handle the Philippine Islands. As soon 
as possible the civil authorities should be put in- the 
ascendancy, int away no practical man will deny the 
necessity for, and great part to be played by, a 
large armed force in that country for some years to 


come, 

“Now it is not my desire to add to the report of the 
committee concerning hazing; but I do say this, that in 
judging the conduct of our young men at West Point 
we should not use the same standard of comparison that 
would be proper if we were attempting to regulate the 
affairs of a theological seminary. In sich an institu- 
tion the cultivation ef correctness of life and the incui- 
cation of gentleness of spirit and Christian forbearance 
and resignation are the first requisites. The young 
divine must learn to love above all other things the 
heroism of martyrs. but for soldiers we must have 
positive, aggressive characters, who do not resign to 
martyrdom, but under all circumstances seek to use 
energy and life itself to attain immediate and material 
= 

“A boy of industrious habits and capacity sufficient to 
master the studies, yet with no fight in him, might, so 
far as the authorities are concerned, and without the 
standard set by the boys themselves, pass through the 
course with flyimg colors. 

“The recognition of this fact in a vague way, not 
understood even by themselves, is the underlying prin- 
ciple which made every cadet that came before the com- 
mittee speak in favor of some way of testing a man’s 
natural fitness for military life. ‘This ambition to 
have every son of the Academy positively fit for the 
military profession more than any other thing is the 
cause of the system of hazing which has always existed 
at the Academy, and which about three years ago grew 
to such proportions as to cause the present action of 
Congress in stopping it. ‘The influence of his fellows 
— not be under-estimated in the education of a 
cadet. 

“Let us pass such laws as will require the cadets to 
live up to the standard required by the great American 
people. Prescribe punishment for infraction of rules, 
and put the administration of these laws beyond fear 
or favor of political influence. But above all, Mr. 
Speaker, Congress should always avoid putting a pre- 
mium in our Military Academy upon mere negative 
qualities. It is always to be remembered that a lazy, 
incompetent, indifferent, or cowardly man in command 
of an armed force is by far the worst man you could 
put there.”

Henry W. Lawton, we publish the following cor- 
respondence, the translation of the Alcalde’s speech be- 
ing as it came to us and showing that the native lan- 
guage is not easy to change into English: 

Vigan, South Ilocos, P. L., Jan. 1, 1901. 
My Dear Mrs. Lawton:

SPRING NAVAL MANEUVRES.

Following this duty at Cavite 
the Buffalo will next make similar ‘changes in the ships 
at Hong Kong. These transfers have been made under 
instructions from the Navy Department at this time in 
order that the new crews may be sufficiently drilled 
before the spring maneuvres of the squadron, which 
are in contemplation by the commander-in-chief, Admiral 
Remey. It is understood that the Brooklyn, Oregon, 
Kentucky, New Orleans and the Albany will be among 
those ineluded in this program, and unless some changes 
are made by the middle of April these drills and maneu- 
vre: will take place in the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li with head- 
quarters at Chefoo. The islands near Chefoo have been 
found in the past to make admirable locations for the 
shore drills included in these operations, and owing to 
the healthiness of the situation infantry drills on an 
extended scale can be arranged here, including pro- 
longed encampments ashore. 

The principal island, lying but a few miles from the 
port of Chefoo, was occupied by the men under Rear 
Admiral McNair during his command of the Asmatic 
Station, and much improvement was noted as the 
result of several weeks’ drill ashore by the biue-jackets. 
This island is uninhabited, save by a few fishermen, and 
no obstacles have ever been put in the way of its em- 
ployment by the U. 8. naval rorces for drill and _en- 
campment. An extended program of target practice is 
contemplated by the Admiral the present year, and as 
the ranges have been accurately laid off bv preceding 
occupants of the ground, but little difficulty need be 
experienced in carrying out the orders which have al- 
ready been issued for the exercises in contemplation. 

_It is generally unuerstood on the station that imme- 
diately following these drills and exercises the fleet will 
be distributed anew, and pending the arrival on the 
station of the New York, bearing the pennant of Kear 
Admiral Rodgers, the ships will be kept together, but 
that as soon as the new tlagship reaches the station the 
Oregon will be sent to the home station on the Pacifie 
and the China station be re-established on something 
like the old-time basis. ‘Uhe larger ships will form this 
squadron, leaving gunboats and small cruisers to main- 
tain the status quo among the Philippines and attend to 
the wants of the more southern portions of the station. 

It is believed that Admiral Remey will not remain in 
the archipellago after the arrival there of Admiral Rod- 
gers, but will probably make a tour of the entire station 
before making preparations for returning to the United 
States for assignment to shore duty. Admiral Remey 
will complete a year in command of the Asiatic Station 
on the 19th of April, and it is generally known that 
Admiral Kodgers consented to assume sea duty on that 
station on the condition that he should hoist the senior 
officer's flag soon after his arrival. Kear Admiral G. (©.

This parade, as Colonel Appleton said, was in honor 
of the txpert Riflemen of the regiment, who, in addi- 
tion to their other duties, are called upon for frequent 
and self-sacrificing service as members of Regimental 
or Company teams and as coaches or instructors both 
at Ureedmoor and in the Armory range and whose 
loyalty and Gevotion deserve generous recognition and 
grateful acknowledgment. In commenting on the de- 
velopement of rifle practice in the regiment Colonel 
Appleton recalls the fact that, thirty years ago, the 
National Guard was armed with muzzle-loading pieces 
of limited range and antiquated type, and that neither 
oportunity nor encouragement was given to the members 
of the Guard of perfecting themselves in the practical 
use of the weapon with which they were equipped. 
“In the wonderful advance which has since been made 
in that direction the 7th Regiment, says the Colonel, 
kas borne a conspicuous and honorable part. At the 
first meeting for the purpose of organizing an. associa- 
tion for the encouragement of mfle practice on Septem- 
ber 12th, 1871, an officer of the Regiment (Major Geo. 
Moore Smith presided and a large number of the mem- 
bers joined the National Rifle Association and gave it 
loyal support. The adoption of the Remington rifle in 
the Fall of that year was the result of earlier action 
taken by the Board of Officers of this organization. 
From the time of the opening of the Creedmoor range 
in 1873 the Regiment was represented in every impor- 
tant match, and its team won the ‘Army and Navy 
Journal Match’* against representatives of volunteer or- 
ganizations of this and other States and of the Regular 
Army in 1874, 1876 and 1883, when, under the condi- 
tions, the cup became the property of the winner. 
Colonel Appleton also speaks of the further progress 
of the, fine shooting, in which the 7th has held first 
place for a number of years past, and also refers to the 
finely equipped armory range, and the important matches 
shot there. He calls attention to the fact that the 7th 
is known as a regiment of riflemen and says: “This 
was demonstrated in 1898 to the satisfaction of the 
Commanding Officer when the services of the Regiment 
were sought and requested by several General Officers 
who were anxious to increase the efficiency of their 
Corps, that he was able to promise them a regiment of 
1,000 marksmen ready and willing to move to any place 
the President might direct, and for which the Regi- 
ment received the personal thanks of the President of 
the United States for its ‘valuable and patriotic offer.’ ” 
Colonel Appleton pays a high tribute of praise to the 
valuable and brilliant services of Captain William H. 
Palmer. as Inspector of 8S. A. P., recently bre- 
veted major by the Governor, for long and _ faith- 
fu! service of twenty-five years, and says: “On oceca- 
sions when the Regiment has been ordered on duty Capt. 
Palmer was detailed to command a detachment com- 
posed of team men, coaches and experts who formed a 
body of trained men, steady and experienced, and upon 
whom the Commanding Officer could implicitly rely for 
the special duties required of an advance party where 
the individual character of the soldier plays an inmpor- 
tent part. Aided and supported by the Captains, coaches 
and expert riflemen of the Regiment, he has developed 
the important department of Small Arms Practice to 
its present high state of efliciency. Ordnance Sergeant 
Robert M. I<alloch is entitled to his full share of the 
honors accorded his department for faithful and compe- 
tent services.

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MAIL IT#MS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


After the surrender of Gen. Martin Delgado, the rebel 
leager in Panay, to Gen. R. P. Hughes on Jan. 13, the 
fraternization of the two commands was so complete 
that the unusual sight of Filipino and American sol- 
diers walking past together was witnessed at Januay, 
according to a Manila “Times” correspondent. Gen. 
Delgado, at the time of the opening of the campaign in 
Panay Island in November, 1809, was the chief of all 
the native forces. His commands were soon scattered. 
After the battle of Pavia, Nov. 21, there was a general 
rout, and the insurrecto forces were broken up into 
numerous sinull bands that had a precarious time moving 
from a to place to avoid the American troops, who 
kept them constantly fleeing from mountain stronghold 
to mountain stronghold. ‘The General expressed himself 
to Gen. Hughes as satisfied of the hopelessness of further 
resistance. The surrender took place at Bongul, near 
Januay. Major Kk. H. Noble, A. G. of the Depart- 
ment, with Lieut. Ralph Van Deman, 21st Inf., A. D. C. 
to General Hughes, and a mounted’ escort of six men 
later joined by Co. H, 18th Inf. As the Adjutant Gen- 
eral approached with his small escort, Company H hav- 
ing remained behind at the distance of half a mile. 
not a sign of an insurgent could be seen. The Ameri- 
cans were carrying a flag of truce. A Filipino soldier 
appeared and waved his hat. That was taken as a 
signal to advance, and the little party rode on into the 
town, where Gen. Delgado was found with fourteen 
soldiers, who composed his persona! body guard. ‘They 
were all armed, four or five of them with Krag-Jorgen- 
sens, and were well provided with ammunition, including 
considerable t\srag-Jorgensen bail cartridges. 

An idea of the responsibility on the shoulders of pay- 
masters in the Philippines is formed from the fact that 
on one of his recent trips from Manila to pay the men in 
Laguna Province, near Manila, Paym. Eugene Coffin 
carried $120,000 in his strong box. 

The residents of Los Banos, the pretty town at the 
foot of Laguna de Bay, when they heard of the coming 
transfer of Battery I, 3d Art., gave a grand “fiesta” to 
the officers. A Filipino band serenaded the quarters 
and then the natives gave a series of dances upon the 
plaza. The senoritas were dressed in their best, and 
their quaint country dances were never more grace- 
fully performed. One of the principal features was a 
song composed for the benefit of the commanding offi- 
cer, Capt. Henry C. Danes. 

One of the most interesting organizations in the 
vicinity of Castillijos, Zambales, is the Llocano scouts, 
composed of fifty Ilocano natives. Corporal Thompson,, 
of M Company, 25th Inf., is instructor, and has made 
great progress. He is ably assisted by Lance Corporals 
Clemmens, of K Company, and Strickland, of L, the 
former being a fluent speaker of the Zambales and 
Lllocano languages. In a recent issue we spoke of the 
hard fighting Capt. O’Neil’s men had in the vicinity of 
Vastillijos. 

Company F, 3d Inf., stationed at Malolos, the rebel 
capital in 1898, celebrated Christmas with an “extra 
fine” dinner and a dramatic entertainment in the even- 
ing, under the able direction of Sergt. W. Regan and 
Corp. O’Brien. There were minstrel numbers, slack 
wire walking, short farces and vocal and instrumental 
selections on the _ program. Nothing so amuses the 
dusky Vilipisios as the sight of the big soldiers blacked 
up and frisking around on the stage. Among the guests 
were 21 officers and several American ladies, who were 
properly affected with homesickness by the natural re- 
production of American life.

Havana, Cuba, March 1, 1901.

It is a far cry from the Walled City of Pekin to the 
Walled City of Havana as the “Arsenal” enclosure in 
this insular capital might be not inaptly designated, 
yet it is a striking proof of how small the world has 
really grown, when, for the relief of those whose 
bread-winners may ve ne down before Pekin, a 
lawn party is held within the Havana Arsenal grounds, 
presided over by a lady, a member of whose family was 
conspicuous among the besieged in the American Em- 
bassy at Pekin And it is equally strong proof that 
“one touch of nature makes the whole worl n,” when 
the liveliest concern is felt for the success of such a 
charity by the Spanish colony, which contributed freely 
press, which kept the affair well in the public eye. 

The lawn fete was given within the Arsenal grounds 
on the afternoon of Feb. 28, under the auspices of the 
local branch of the Army Relief Society, and Was or- 
ganized under the patronage of those ladies and a 
number of others prominent in Army circles, notably 
Mrs. Valery Havard, Mrs. William UL. Haskin, Mrs, 
Theodore A. Baldwin, Mrs. George S. Grimes, Mrs. 
William M. Black, Mrs. Marlborough C. Wyeth, Mrs. 
Alexander N. Stark, and the Misses Burton, daughters 
of Colonel George H. Burton. 

Apart from the interest attaching to the fete itself, this 
lawn party offered opportunity to the general public 
to roam about the walled enclosure, which ordinarily 
looms up like one of the nearby convents or monasteries, 
with a cerberus at the entrance to keep out the curious. 
Situated “poe the west shore of the harbor and at the 
southern limit of what is known as the old city, and 
comprising within the walled enclosure an area of about 
thirty-five acres, this misnamed Arsenal, since it is 
in reality a miniature navy yard, offers much of quaint 
interest, for there are here to be found store-houses and 
sail lofts, machine shops and docks and quays, official 
residences and even a chapel.

The young ladies who conducted this 
branch of the fete were unquestionably high priestesses 
in the occult science business, and when one of them 
took hold of your hand for the purpose of tracing a 
few lines you felt like Zekiel in Russel Lowell’s Yankee 
verse, that you “Knew the Lord was nigh her.” 

In the “patio” or central court refreshment tables 
had been arranged, and here another triumph was 
scored by the committee in providing ices and cake 
brought down from New York, especially for this fete. 
Posters which announced in detail, and in both English 
and Spanish, the program of the day told you that there 
were to be among other things, excursions on the bay, 
and that there was a roof-garden or “azotea” to be 
visited, the latter proving to admirably adapted as a 
view-point for taking in the music, the passing throng 
and the land-office business going on at the refresh- 
ment tables. 

To permit the record of so unique a fete to reach 
every army man, woman and child through the medium 
of your columns without giving the names of those who 
so successfully carried it through would be as ungallant 
as unjust.

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REWARDS FOR NAVY AND MARINE CORPS. 

The board of naval officials appointed several weeks 
ago for the purpose of making recommendations for 
the reward of officers and men of the Navy and 
Marine Corps for distinguished service rendered either 
in the Philippine Islands or in the Chinese Expedition, 
has made a complete report to the Secretary of the 


Navy, which has been approved by the President. Prior 
to the adjournment of the Senate on March 9 the nom- 
inations made as an outcome of the report were all 
confirmed, and where the board simply recommended 
that letters of a commendatory nature be written im- 
mediate action on the part of the Navy Department 
will follow. The board made two reports; under date 
of March 2, 1891, it said: 

“Sir-—The board ordered ‘to consider the ques- 
tion of rewards of officers and enlisted men of 
the Navy and of the Marine Corps for their conduct 
during our recent troubles in China’ has, during con- 
tinuous session for more than a week, examined in 
detail all the papers on file relating to the several cases. 
Wherever favorable mention has been made of an 
officer or of an enlisted man, all the circumstances 
attainable bearing upon the case have been carefully 
weighed. It is only proper to state that in the prepara- 
tion of this report the board has labored under a great 
disadvantage in a number of instances, owing w in- 
complete information. Certain reports, commendatory 
in general terms, have failed to be sufficiently explicit 
to lead to a determination of the nature. and degree 
of the conduct extolled. There has arisen, in conse- 
quence, difficulty in assigning the individual thus com- 
mended to hic proper place on the roll of merit. Much 
to its regret the board has found it impossible in some 
instances to adopt the recommendation of the com- 
manding officer as to the manner and degree of the re 
ward named by him. Your direction to the board is to 
report what rewards may be given under existing law. 
It is the duty of the board to express the opinion 
(which is unanimous) that the present method of 
rewarding officers fof distinguished conduct fails to meet 
in any degree with its approval. By the terms of 
Section 1, of the Revised Statutes, an officer of the 
Navy may, ‘by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, be advanced not exceeding thirty numbers in 
rank for eminent and conspicuous conduct in battle for 
extraordinary heroism.’ Such being the only provision 
of law for bestowing rewards on naval officers who have 
not received a vote of thanks by Congress, the board 
has been reluctantly compelled to recommend that cer- 
tain officers be advanced over their seniors in rank. 
This method of doing honor to one officer at the ex- 
pense of others, who may be equally gallant, but less 
fortunate in opportunity, is injurious in its effect upon 
public service. ‘The nature of the injustice was pointed 
out in your last annual report. The experience of the 
board serves only to emphasize the truth of what you 
have so forcibly brought to the attention of Congress. 

“For naval cadets any advancement in numbers ‘s 
comparatively of little value, as their standing in the 
next higher grade is absolutely determined by a subse- 
quent competitive examination. In the case of offi- 
cers of the Marine Corps the only reward, except for 
those who have received the thanks of Congress, is by 
advancement not “—_ 7) thirty numbers, or by the 
bestowal of brevets. The latter method carries with it 
but little benefit, and has come to be regarded as of 
little value. 

“Section 1,407 of the Revised Statutes authorizes the 
bestowal of medals of honor and a gratuity of $100 
upon ‘seamen’ who distinguish themselves in battle or 
by extraordinary heroism in the line of their profes- 
sion. Unfortunately, no such provision exists for the 
enlisted men of the Marine Corps. The board has, 
however, recommended the awarding of medals to en- 
listed men of the Marine Corps, in the hope that Con- 
gress might before the close of the present session, 
correct this omission in the law. 

“A iist of officers and enlisted men recommendea for 
reward for services in China is herewith appended. 

“A supplementary iist of officers and enlisted men 
recommended fur services in the Philippines will be 
submitted later.” 

The supplementary report referred to, which was 
submitted by the board under date of March 8, is as 
follows: . 

“Sir:—The Board of Awards has the honor to trans- 
mit herewith the supplementary report referred to in 
its letter of the 2d instant, containing a list of officers 
and others who served in the Philippines su uent 
to the surrender of the Spanish forces May 1, 1898, 
whose conduct is deserving of special notice. 

“Agreeably to the Department’s instruction of the 
5th instant, a list is included of officers and enlisted 
men whose conduct during the troubles in Samoa in 
April, 1899, is worthy of commendation. 

“Owing to the difficulty experienced by the board in 
defining the special acts of gallantry for which rew. rds 
are recommended, the board ventures to suggest that 
a General Order be issued, making it the duty of com- 
manding officers to report to the Department as soon as 
possible after the event all the facts in relation to the 
conspicuous conduct of any officer or enlisted man of 
the Navy or Marine Corps recommended for reward, 
specifying the act or acts of gallantry commended. 

“The board recommends further that officers of the 
Navy and Marine Corps who have been promoted, ad- 
vanced or brevetted for distinguished service, together 
with the dates and a notice of the specific act or acts 
for which they have been promoted, advanced or brev- 
etted, shall be entered in an appendix to the Régister 
of the U. S. Navy and Marine Corps, in addition to 
the entry as now contained in the column of brevets of 
the Marine Corps list. 

“It is scarcely necessary to add that the conclusions 
of the board are based solely on the reports and state- 
ments submitted to it.”

'LIEUT. MORRISON'S DRAMATIO DEATH. 


Mail advices from Manila give particulars of the 
dramatic death of Lieut. John Morrison, Jr., 4th Cay., 
on Jan. 18. He left Penaranda, a town in the province 
of Nueva Ecija, } directly east of Tarlac vince, 
at 8 A. nn ad ith a detachment vir

Cruz, they came to a shack where Surgeon Denton dis- 
mounted to explore and found unmistakable evidence 
of insurrectos who had left it only a few minutes pre- 
viously. Sergeant O’Banion, who was riding on the 
point, discovered natives to the right-front a 
distance ahead, reporting the same to the Troop Com- 
mander. At this moment the insurgents opened fire from 
right, left and front. 

ing they were surrounded, Lieut. Morrison ordered 
a — with revolvers, leading the charge in person 
to the left, An insurrecto singled him out and began 
firing at him as he advanced. The enemy was routed 
from the left, Lieutenant Morrison closing on the in- 
surrecto who had taken him for his target, and fired 
three shots at him, one taking effect; the insurgent 
falling behind a rice dyke, raised his Krag-J 
and fired at close range, the ball entering the lieuten- 
ants breast near the region of the heart. The brave 
Troop Commander fired two shots at the insurrecto as 
he slowly fell from his horse, falling within four feet 
of the insurrecto. 

Sergeant O’Banion, assuming command ordered a 
charge to the right, informing Surgeon Denton who 
was on the firing line that the Troop Commander was 
hit. Surgeon Denton was quickly at his side and a 
hasty examination revealed a mortal wound, death 
resultigg in a few minutes. The body was | 
a horse, and Sergeant O’Banion, throwing out a skir- 
mish line in front of the detachment, moved forward, 
cutting their way out. During all this time the de- 
tachment was under heavy fire and most of the horses 
being under the fire for the first time were wild and 
difficult to manage. 

The detachment arrived safely at Penaranda at 6.00 
P. M. with the body of Lieutenant Morrison, Fully 
150 insurrectos engaged this little band of fifteen men, 
having the advantage of being posted and under cover 
of the thick wood skirting the stream, which the 
troopers had to cross. The correspondent of the Ma- 
nila “Times,” Soteroans Oe fight, says that great credit 
is due to Sergeant O’Banion for the skillful way he 
handled the men and to Surgeon Denton for sa 
conveying the body to Penaranda., Lieutenant Morri- 
son’s record was published in the Army and Navy 
Journal Jan. 26. 
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UNIFORMS OF NAVY OFFICERS. 


The following reply to the Senate resolution 
asking as to the uniform of officers promoted from 
the ranks was sent to the Senate by Secretary 
Long on March 8: The Department begs leave 
to state that commissioned officers in the naval 
service promoted from the ranks are not debarred from 
privileges enjoyed by other commissioned officers of the 
Navy, but that they are not given the use of some uni- 
form used by certain other commissioned officers of the 
Navy, just as the latter in one grade or co are not 
given the same uniform as others of them in another 
grade or corps. There is a distinction between the 
insignia of office of officers promoted from the ranks 
and of officers who have graduated from the Naval 
Academy, just as there are distinctions in the insignia 
of the latter officers, as, for instance, between a fe - 
tenant and a civil engineer, because such distinction is 
neces8ary to indicate the grade of the service to which 
these officers belong by reason of their duties and their 
rank. The distinction does not arise from the question 
of whether the officer was promoted from the ranks or 
is a graduate of the Naval Academy. 

The Department has in preparation and will issue 
ebout May 1 a uniform regulation book, showing all 
uniforms and permitting officers promoted from the 
ranks to wear certain insignia and uniform not now 
worn by them, but which are permitted for other com- 
missioned officers.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Until the German Emperor was maue a Field-Mar- 
shal no one but King Edward VII. himself was both a 
Field-Marshal of the British Army and an Admiral of 
the British Fleet. The number of Field-Marshals is 
now nine. They are the King, the German Emperor, 
the Duke of Cambridge, Prince Edward of Saxe 
Weimar, Lord Roberts, Lord Wolseley, Sir Lintorn 
Simmons, Sir Frederick Haines and Sir Neville Cham- 
berlain. The Admirals of the Fleet are the King, the 
German Emperor, Sir Henry Keppel, the Earl of Clan- 
william, Sir Algernon Lyons, Sir Frederick Richards 
and Sir Nowell Salmon. Speaking of the present pop- 
ularity of the Kaiser in England, the “Army and Navy 
Gazette” says: “Which of us does not know in private 
life the difference that it makes whether, with a given 
man, the most favorable or the most unfavorable in- 
terpretation is placed on our various actions in respect 
to him? It is not too much to say that the Kaiser has 
with the British people succeeded in converting a 
tenden to put the most unfavorable interpretation 
upon all his actions iuto a very eager and warm desire 
to put the most friendly and favorable interpretation 
upon all that he does. That that can be without in- 
fluence upon our future politics no one who realizes how 
entirely our statesmen are dependent on a favorable 
gale of popular opinion to fill their sails before they 
steer in any given direction can believe for a moment.” 

Major Unge, of the Swedish Army, has spent several 
years in perfecting a torpedo, and many trials of his 
inventions have been made during the past few years at 
the i. grounds of the Swedish Royal Artillery at 
Marma, fecently the Government made him a grant 
to enable him to make trials of his latest form of self- 
moving torpedoes, intended to carry large charges of 
high explosives for considerable distances joy the 
air. The weapon, according to the report of the Swedish 
Artillery Commission, may prove of great value in verti- 
cal fire, particularly in attackine fortified places and 
aiming at objects placed behind defensive works and 
coast defense. Moreover, whenever the nature of the 
country makes the transportation of ordinary artillery 
practically impossible, this weapon, on account of the 
lightness of its material, will also come into play, since 
the largest forms of it are easily transported by 
land or water. 

As the new quick-firing machine guns stood the test 
admirably during last year’s Imperial German manoeu- 
vres, they will now be introduced throughout the whole 
German Army, the regiments on the western frontier 
receiving them first. During the manoeuvres they were 
used both as an aid for the infantry and as protection 
for the cavalry. They are mounted with springs on four- 
wheeled carriages drawn by four horses. The barrel 
is surrounded by a bronze jacket and the intermediate 
space is filled with water in order to keep the barrel 
cool. Each gun has a mounted soldier for the horses 
and four men to work it; two of them sitting on the 
carriage, when marching, and two on the ammunition 
The latter contains 250 cartridges in belts 


six hundred shots can be fired within a minute.

The men are 
also armed with the new rifle ve pio- 
neering implements, while the non-commissioned officers 
carry revolvers. e | gpm made with this gun can 
be easily observed and corrected, and military experts 
consider it excellent in every way. 

In the “Mittheilungen aus dem Gebiete des Seewesens” 
is an account of a proposed canal between the Gulf of 
Finland and the White Sea, or rather a series of canals 
connecting a chain of lakes and rivers between the points 
named, the Neva, Lake Ladoga, the Svir, Lake Goes, 
Lake ra, Lake Rrouee, and thence to the 
Gulf o mega at the southwest corner of the White 
Sea. All the lakes named are said to be deep enough, 
and the only difficulty is to make adequate canals for 
communication between them. Certain locks are nec- 
essary, but particulars of these are not given. A naval 
station is being established in the White Sea, named 
Yekaterina, which would thus be brought into connec- 
tion with Cronstadt and Libau. It is announced that 
the work will begin next year. . 

As supplementary to the curative measures previously 
taken in regard to alcoholism, the French nister of 
War has issued a circular directing that lectures on the 
effects and dangers of alcoholism should be given to the 
soldiers either by field and line officers or by the medical 
men on duty; these lectures to be given concurrently 
with lectures on hygiene. The act of Congress of Ma 
20, 1886, requires that all pupils in the military an 
naval academies and in the public schools under the 
control of the United States shall be instructed in the 
nature of alcoholic drinks and narcotics and their effects 
upon the human system. 

The Spanish General Linares, who was in command 
at Santiago in the war of 1898, in the plan for the re- 
organization of the a Army drawn up for the 
enlightenment of the Cortes, recommended the suppres- 
sion of the captaincies general of Aragon and Galicia, the 
suppression of many Sections of the Ministry of War, 
the lowering of the limit of age by two years for all 
officers, the wiping out of eight regiments of infantry, 
the remaining regiments having three battalions in- 
stead of two, and the suppression of a certain number 
of battalions of chasseurs and regiments of cavalry. 


Africa is truly a fatal country for royal prin as 
evidenced by the recent death of Prince Christian Vic- 
tor. The Prince Imperial fell in the last.Zulu war; 
Prince Henry, of Battenberg, and Prince Victor con- 
tracted fever in the Ashantee campaign of 1895, which 
proved fatal to Prince Henry, but Prince Victor recov- 
ered, only to fall a victim to enteric fever in the present 
Boer campaign. 

The bridging of the historic Rhine goes on apace. The 
latest permanent bridge is at Worms, where before 
there had been only a pontoon bridge and a steam ferry 
for taking railway cars. The new bridge is formed of 
three metallic bays, with a number of arches of masonry 
on each side. t will afford a passage for railways 
from Mannheim and Frankfort, converging on Worms, 
and is important from a military point of view. 

General Hunter says of the maps of South Africa: 
“Our maps are a positive danger and a delusion. Our 
gunners. are not at fault, but our guns.” General 
Hunter also explains that in addition to their mobility 
the Boers wear no uniform; thus one day they may — 
as unoffending and peaceful farmers, and the next, hav- 
ing gleaned much useful informaticn, be in the field 
against the British. 

Recognizing that the widely extended reconnoitring 
rendered necessary by the conditions of temporary war- 
fare will necessitate an extended employment by cavalr 
officers of the telegraph and telephone, the Frenc 
authorities, according to the “Progres Militaire,” are 
making great efforts to extend the knowledge of tele- 
graphy and of the telephone among the officers of the 
French cavalry. Courses of instruction are to be insti- 
tuted in the school at Saumur, and in cavalry garrisons 
lectures are to be given. The ordinary telegraph offices 
in the towns and at railway stations are also to be 
visited, so that the officers may watch and become ac- 
quainted with the actual working of the service. 


The “Revue du Cercle Militaire” has just published 
a very interesting account of the Russian forces in Man- 
churia, extracted from an official statement made at the 
end of November. In Siberia and on the Amur more 
than 100,000 men were mobilized, and there were five 
remount depots, with large numbers of horses, twenty- 
three hospitals of all classes, twelve artillery parks and 
three sanitary columns. With these added to other 
troops transported by land and by sea to Viadivostock 
and Port Arthur, there were in the middle of October, 
in Manchuria and Pechili, 126 battalions, 118 squadrons 
or sotnias, 336 guns, 8 machine guns, and 4 battalions 
of foot artillery, making a total of 3,900 officers and

We have recorded the loss of horses and mules on 
board ship as a result of hurricanes, but we read in a 
German military contemporary that the German steam- 
er Ness, having on board horses destined for the 
troops in China, which left Sydney, had to return there 
on account of the heat, which caused the death in four 
days of 299 of the animals. 

The new military law of Peru makes every citizen 
liable to compulsory service from 19 to 50 years. The 
Army has five classes, the regular, supernumerary, 
first reserve, second reserve and the national guard. 

Under the new French military law organizing fe 
colonial Army the marines cease to belong to the a 
pestmnent of the Marine and are transferred to the 

inister of War. 

Much inconvenience has resulted to the soldier by the 
furnishing of meals at improper hours at the - 
ment stations in Russia. Often he has been expected to 
eat when he would much prefer to sleep, and in the 
severe cold of winter the soldiers often prefer to go 
without food to leaving the comfortable cars and petting 
chilled. The stations are often hastily and badly con- 
structed, and the food there dispensed very unsatisfac- 
tory. The remedy for this has become quite a problem. 
It was proposed either to increase the number of re- 
freshment stations or to put on restaurant cars 
those in use on the lines of Siberia and the Trans-Cau- 
casus. But these remedies were too costly for .the 
Czar’s treasury, so experiments have been made at 
Odessa with ovens installed in the cars of the military 
train, the food thus being prepared en route at any 
desired hour and served more quickly. 


A detachment of sailors, numbering between 600 and 
800 men from the German squadron which took- part 
in the assault on the Taku forts, was received with great 
enthusiasm at Berlin. A company of the 2d Regiment 
of the Foot Guards, with banner and music, acted as 
escort of honor on the way to its barracks. e popt- 
lace were tumultuously cordial in their welcome and the 
Kaiser honored the detachment. by reviewing it and 
making a speech of thanks in which he referred to the 
work of the country’s seamen in Chinese waters as 
living up to the best traditions of the German Navy.

SURGERY IN THE PEKIN SIEGPE. 


Medical aspects of the siege of Pekin are discussed 
by Dr. L. E. V. Saville in the China “Medical Mission- 
ary Journal.” It appears that there was a large pro- 
portion of physicians among the besieged, twenty in all, 
besides a, retired naval surgeon, and nine of them were 
women. On June 21 the International Hospital was 
organized in the British Legation. The women physi- 
cians were asked to act as nurses, and gladly did so. 
Three American ladies superintended the kitchen and 
stores. “Nowhere else,” says the author, “was there 
such fragrant pony soup, such really eatable mule stew, 
and I think the officers and men often thought it was 


worth while to be slightly wounded to get a few days’ 
good feeding. The unity which was such a striki 

teature of the siege in Pekin was nowhere more man 

fest than in the lnternational Hospital. Differences of 
nationality, creed and professional status were laid 
aside. ‘The patients were grou by nationality so far 
as possible. The Italians and French were together, 
the Russians were in a room by themselves, and one 
room was always full of the bright, interesting little 
Japs. ‘‘he Kngiish and Americans naturally went to- 
grther. In a ward devoted to officers and civilian 

‘olunteers there were British, American, German, 
['rench, Italian, Austrian, Dutch, Australian and Rus- 
sian patients. Comfortable bedding was almost miracu- 
lously furnished for every patient; there were very few 
Ledsteads, but every man had a mattress and sheets and 
pillows. The most varied expedients were resorted to to 
furnish bedding and clothing. ‘The lower pillows were 
made of the straw jackets of wine-bottles; eiderdown 
quilts were cut up to make soft pillows, and a long 
piece of Chefoo silk, found in the Mongol market, made 
shirts, as did best damask linen and bright yellow 
cotton. ‘Imperial’ shirts these were called. 

“The hospital was small at first, cornering only two 
rooms in a bungalow, but it grew with the increase of 
the wounded until at last there was an operating room 
with two tables; there were five wards, and there were 
other special quarters for the sick and wounded. As the 
fighting was all behind barricades, wounds of the head 
and of the upper extremities pests pesos. 
Deep wounds were seldom examined thoroughly at the 
cutset, even when there was no soures of exit, but 
they generally did well, the clotted blood proving ‘the 
Lest air-proof medium that could have been devised.’ ” 
_Dr. Saville gives a statement of the casualties, dis- 
tinguishing the nationalities of the patients. ‘there were 
56 Americans engaged. Seven of them were killed or 
died of wounds, and ten received wounds that did not 
prove mortal. There were 48 Frenchmen, and every 
cne of them was wounded, eleven fatally; but it is ex- 
plained that the French alone counted wounds that did 
not incapacitate the men for duty. The New York 
‘Medical Journal” finds it difficult to understand how, 
of the 25 Japanese, five were mortally wounded and 21 
others were wounded, unless one man, having recovered 
from his first injury, was wounded and counted again, 
but this does not seem to be stated. The deaths from 
disease were remarkably few, only two in a total force 
of 407 men. They were both among the Russians and 
were due to dysentery. ‘lhe author gives brief his- 
tories of a few individual cases. 





COALING AND STEAM RADIUS. 


The current number of the “Journal of the American 
Society of Naval Engineers” contains two papers of 
exceptional value. The first paper in the magazine is a 
well written account of “Coaling of Warships,” by Lieut. 
Comdr. J. R. Edwards, U. S. N., and gives a succinct 
description of the various methods now in use for coaling 
warships readily and quickly, either in port or at sea. 
The description of the experiments which were carried 
on by the Massachusetts during the summer of 1900 are 
especially valuable, as they show the possibility of coal- 
ing a ship of war while under wer at sea with safety 
and dispatch. The second article is a tabulated record 
of the “Steaming Radius of United States Naval Ves- 
sels,” compiled by Lieut. B. C. Bryan, U. 8. N., “from 
the steam logs of vessels on file in the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering.” Lieutenant Bryan — correctly states 
the value of this table in the introduction to the article 
when he says: “The question of how far a vessel may 
be expected to steam at different rates of speed under 
usual conditions is a very important one; in fact, it is of 
vital importance in time of war, and particularly so to 
a country like the United States, having few coaling sta- 
tions, and these far from the base of any likely offensive 
operations.” In time of action speed is a measure of the 
efficiency of a man-of-war, and other things being equal 


the faster vessel will win; but in time of peace, or rather 
in cr work, the steaming radius is the prime factor 
in the e cy of a vessel of war, and it is in the 
demonstration of this important factor that this exhaus. 
tive table by Lieutenant Bryan has its value. 

One of the deductions from this tabulated performance 
is the fact that notwithstanding the high rate of speed 
most of our ern ships are capable of maintaining for 
a longer or shorter period, the actual efficient cruising 
speed for ste radius lies between ten and élevep 
knots per hour, rather inclining toward the former speed, 
In plainer language; the speed at which the average 
warship can steam greatest number of knots on her 
bunker coal is in_the neighborhood of ten and a half 
knots per hour. The type of vessel seems to make but 
little erence in this estimate of efficient steaming 
radius, but the gunboat of a thousand tons displacement 
equally with the protected cruiser, the battleship and 
the commerce destroyer, will steam farther at 10.5 
knots per hour than at any other speed. 


“Instead of the cumbersome, costly and useless ‘swords 
of honor’ generally. presented to successful generals and 
admirals,” writes a military correspondent of the “West- 
minster Gazette,” “why not introduce the far more sens- 
ible plan of presenting a weapon that should be of some 
practical utility to a soldier or sailor during his after- 
career? It is a positive fact that the sword of honor 
presented to Lord Kitchener of Khartoum after the 
battle of Omdurman has reposed in the museum of the 
— United Service Institution for some two years, 
and seems likely to remain there forever. Lord Kit- 
chener was asked to allow the sword to be exhibited 
in the museum for a short time, and apparently he has 
never troubled to ask for its return.”

(From the London “Engineer.”) 

Particulars are available of the Italian battleships 
Regina Elena and Vittorio Emanuele III., which are 
shortly to be begun, the one at Spezzia and the other 
at Castellamare. The length of the Regma Elena will 
be 475 3-4 feet over all, and 436.35 feet between per- 
pendiculars; beam, 75.46 feet; displacement, 12,600 tons;

Feed 
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Dr. H. Kuttner, a member of the staff of the First 
German Red Cross Hospital, sent to the Transvaal in 
the early part of the present war, has published a work 
on the nature of the wounds produced by various kinds 
of rifle bullets, drawing also cn his experience gained 
during the war in Thessaly between the Turkish and 
Grecian armies. The first question investigated is 
whether there is any difference in the nature of the 
wounds caused by the Mauser and Lee-Metford bullets; 
and this is answered in the negative. But in the effects 
produced by the old leaden bullet and the modern small 
bore projectile a very great difference is at once appar- 
ent. The small bore, nickel encased bullet is in fact 
a much more humane projectile than its predecessor, 
the damage done by it being far less. The author: be- 
lieves that the limit of diminution of diameter has now 
been reached, since any further reduction in the calibre 
of the rifle would render the wounds inflicted too light, 
unless, henge were made in the construction of the 
pullet itself. -
